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THINK THEY HAYE ONE OF THE ROBBERS | 


St. Louis“ Reign of Crime Said te Be Due 
te the Mixing of Politics with the 
Police Administration. 


St. Louis, Mo., Dec, 10.—{Special.J—A man 
Supposed to be one of the robbers who held 
Up à train in this city last night has been 
arrested at Carondelet. He gave his name 
as John May. Hoe said he was in St. Louis 
looking. for work Wednesday, and failing, 
— to Carondelet. He carried a small re- 

ver, 

It is now thought there were eight men in 
the gang and that et least some of them are 
hiding here. 


The most tmportant clew will be furnished 
by Messenger Dean when he returns from 
his trip. He told Florist North last night 
that one ot the men who entered his car was 
well known to him by sight. He had seen 

often about the Union Station and the 
railroad yards. Egan says he can identify 
the man again, even though the fellow wore 
a mask last night. 

A train robbery within the city limits a 
year ago would have created ten times the 
consternation as did the affair of last night, 
but after the experience of the last two 
months the citizens of St. Louis regarded it 
as a matter of course. 

The helplessness of the police to cope with 
the epidemic of crime would be supremely 
ridiculous if it were not serious. The cynics 
are now suggesting that the Four Courts be 
barricaded’ to prevent the desperadoes steal- 
ing the jail. 

The police have been roasted to a turn by 
the loca] papers, and they insist upon throw- 
ing the blame on Judge Murphy, who pre- 
sides over the Court of Criminal Correction. 
Since his election. he has been at swords’ 
points with the police, and they charge he 
has given prisoners who have come before 
him the benefit of every doubt. One of his 
early rulings was to release a negro who 
— 4 snatched a purse from a woman's hands, 

reason being that the woman was to 
blame for arousing the negro's cupidity by 
carrying the pocketbook where it could be 
seen. Similar rulings made the police care- 
less about arrests, and crooks began piling 
into the city until now they seem to outnum- 
ber the police ten to one. They do pretty 
much as they please and are never caught. 
They attack men on the streets, at their 
doors, and within their houses. 

All this has driven the police to a desire for 
secrecy. Burglaries are committed and no 
one ever hears of them because the police 
suppress the news. Last night they made 
every effort to belittle the importance of the 
South St. Louis train robbery, and interfered 
with the efforts of reporters Who sought the 
facts.“ 

Without confidence in the police, the citt- 
zens are looking out for themselves, and in 
one of the suburbs have organized a vig- 
ilance committee, members of which patrol 
the streets around their homes. Revolvers 
sell well, and a strong demand has sprung 
up for burglar alarms. 

Politics has considerable to do with the 
inefficiency of the police. At the last elec- 
tion the police were used as an ante-election 
cog in the Stone Popocratic machine, ang tire 
men were led to infer that the suppfession 
of .crfme was not nearly so important as the 
success of the machine candidates. In spite 
of the wealth of the State and city only 685 
officers are provided in this city of 700,000 
inhabitants. Less than 300 men all told are 
on duty at any one time. 


LIBERTY CLUBS ALL OVER CANADA. 


Movement to Secure Separation from 
Great Britain 
abe t

Takes gible : 


Montreal, Que., Dec. 10. The Aron un- 


dercurrent of sentiment throughout Canada 
favorable to a separation from Great Britain 
and the establishment of an independent 
Canadian republic on this continent has be- 
gun to take tangible shape. The organiza- 
tion of independence clubs has been in active 
progress during the last five or six months, 
and a convention has been called to meet in 
this city in March next with the object of 
federating all the groups and clubs of the 
Dominion. 

The movement is gaining ground rapidly 
in the rural districts, especially in Port 
Neuf, Drummond, Granby, and the most 
remote districts. Two organizers are tray- 
eling in the interest of Canadian independ- 
ence clubs throughout the Canadian cen- 
ters, in the United States, and in tne east- 
ern townships, where the idea seems to 
meet with great favor. 

An important secret meeting was held 
last night in Montreal and the by-laws and 
constitution were adopted. The preamble, 
perhaps the most important part of the 
document, reads as follows: 

„This association shall be known as the 
Independence ‘club of Canada, and shall be 
composed of all persons desirous of obtain- 
ing political liberty and the independence of 
Canada. Its objects shall be: 

“ First—The study of the Canadian peo- 
ple and of the resources of the country. 

“Second—The encouragement of a true na- 
tional spirit amongst the population. 

„ Third—To obtain the liberty and inde- 
pendence of Canada by legitimate and pacific 
means.“ 

At the next meeting, in January, steps will 
be taken to secure the incorporation of the 


club. 


PRINT PAPER TRUST IS ORGANIZED. 


Association Formed with the Avowed 
Intention of Controlling the 
Product of All the Mills. 


New York, Dec. 10.—The conferences that 
have bten in progress for ten days between 
the principal manufacturers of white news- 
paper have resulted in a practical agree- 
ment of all concerned to pool interests and 
to deal with consumers only through a gen- 
eral agency, which is to be established in 
this city. 

The plan involves the formation of a na- 
tional association, capitalized at a modest 
amount, which is to control the product of 
all the mills. By this arrangement the 
manufacturers expect to reduce running ex- 
penses, to reorganize the trade, and to pro- 
mote friendlier relations between all con- 
cerned, 

They expressly deny that prices will be 
advanced as a result of the proposed agree- 
ment, but contend that they are obliged 
to follow the example of other men direct- 
ing other great industries and codperate 
to prevent ruinous competition. 

Thirty companies are interested in the 
movement. They are said to control the 
industry in this country. The proposed joint 
company will conduct its business on a pro 
rata basis. No attempt to restrict produc- 
tion is contemplated.

John G. Shortall of the Illinois Humane So- 
clety declared. the suggestion to make a 
public spectacle of the killing was revolting 
and should not be countenanced. 

City Collector Maas said he had received 
no formal application for a permit, though 


a man supposed to be an agent of the circus 


had been making inquiries in his office dur- 
ing the day. Mr. Maas added that he should 
not jssue such a permit without first con- 
sulting higher authority, and he felt sure 
that if public opinion was opposed to the 
proposed spectacle no permit whatever 
would be granted. 

With this consensus of views in his way 
the circus man is likely to fail to Secure the 
license to present his entertainment novelty. 


Publieity Is Objected Toa. 

There seems to be an agreement among 
officials that the elephant has earned a title 
to death, and that electrocution would be a 
humane method of disposing of her. . The 
publicity and the admission fee are the twin 
features that find disfavor. Gypsy has a 
record all over the country as one of the 
ugliest of her kind. Besides the killing of 
Frank Scott last March she is accredited 
witb causing the death of one or two for- 
mer keepers. 

Mr. Harris has had an unfortunate expe- 
rience with elephants, as Gypsy will be the 
third he has been forced to kill. The last 
one with which he had trouble was killed 
in Florida, and Mr. Harris asserts it was 
necessary to shoot it thirty-four times be- 
fore death ensued. 

Harris has written to the prison authori- 
ties at Sing Sing, N. Y., he said yesterday 
afternoon, and has asked for one of the 
prisom electricians to come to Chicago to 
manage the execution. If one of them will 
not come Mr. Harris purposes to have made 
an apparatus on a gigantic scale similar to 
that used im the cxecutions at Sing Sing, and 
will have a structure erected in which to 
place the elephant, so that the current may 
be applied most effectively. 


“Display of Barbaric Cruelty.” 

When the matter was brought last night 
to the attention of Commissioner Downey 
he said: 

Such an exhibition as this, it seems to 
me, is better suited to Mexico than to Chi- 
cago. I cannot understand how any person 
could find pleasure in watching the death 
of any animal, whether it is an elephant or 
something else. Such an exhibition would 
be extreme barbarism, and it should not be 
permitted.“ 

Chief, of Police Badenoch said: I must 
confess it seems to me to be a peculiar sort 
of performance. But I can’t say now wheth- 
er I should feel justified in interfering with 
it, I know so little about it. There might be 
two objections to it; first, that the specta- 
tors might be placed in danger; and, then, 
there are the humanitarian reasons why 
such an exhibition should not be permit- 
ted. Both these points will be considered 
when the matter is brought to my attention. 
But I agree it would be a display of barbaric 
cruelty that is quite unnecessary.” T“ 

Humane Society’s Views.

OVER TWO HUNDRED LIVES ARE LOST, 


North German Lloyd Steamer Salier 
Goes Down on Corrobedo Rocks 
Ot the Coast of Spain. 


Vigo, Spain, Dec. 10.—The North German 
Lloyd steamer Saller was lost off Corunnas 
Corrobedo. All hands were drowned. 

There were 210 passengers on board. Her 
crew was composed of sixty-five men. All 
on board, passengers and crew, perished. 
The Saler’s passengers ¢onsisted of 113 
Russians, thirty-five Galicians, sixty-one 
Spaniards, and one German, : 

The Salier was bound from Bremen to 
Buenos Ayres, via Corunna and Villaga- 
riea. The passengers were mostly in the 
steerage. 

The Corrobedo rocks, on which, it Is be- 
lieved, the Saller was lost, are situated off 
the southwest coast of Corunna and should 
have been given a wide berth before the 
steamer headed eastward, and then in a 
northeasterly direetion for the bay leading 
up to Villagariea. 


BRITISH TO USE CLARION ISLAND 


Mexican Officials Concerned Overa Re- 
port of the Establishment ofa 
Coaling Station. 

San Diego, Cal., Dec. 10.—The steamer 
Pacheco, which arrived from Lower Cali- 
fornia today, brings news that it is current- 
ly reported at Guaymas and Mazatlan that 
the British are taking steps to establish a 
coaling station at Clarion Island off the 
coast of Jalisco. Mexican officials displayed 
some concern over the report and had dis- 
patched the steamer Oaxaca from Guaymas 
to the Island to ascertain whether the story 
was true. The rumor was that a quantity 
of coal had been taken to the island and a 
landing was being built.

Method in Their Madness. 


The guards coughed and changed their 
positions.

Onhart saw his opportunity to craw! 
through a window in the coal shed on the 
opposite side from the guards, who wero 
standing to windward of the railroad tracks. 
The other prisoners continued the dust- 
raising for some time, and it was fifteen 
minutes after Onhart disappeared before 
his absence was noticed. 

A ravine runs east to the lake and west- 
ward into the woods outside of the reserva- 
tion. Had Onhart known the lay of the 
country he would no doubt have run west- 
ward. He took the other direction, skirting 
the bushes that conceal the canteen from the 
siding, and crawled into the opening of a 
large sewer which commences where the 
ground begins to be clear of bushes and 
undergrowth. He made his way on hands 
and knees a distance of half a mile and 
found himself on the lake shore at the foot 
of the pier. He crawled as far as he could 
under the woodwork and then dug ae hole 
in the sand, leaving nothing but his face 
and hands showing. 

Found by His Nose. 


As soon as the escape was learned the 
guards fired their guns and marched the 
other prisoners back to the guard-house, 
„Boots and saddles was sounded, and 
Troops C and G were detailed to search for 
Onhart. They scoured the ravine east and 
west and went over every foot of ground in 
the neighborhood of the barracks. 

Private Bushell of Troop G dismounted at 
the lake shore, and, observing footsteps, 
followed them to the pier, and in a narrow 
corner saw the ruby red nose of Onhart 
above the sand.

Senator Cullom’s Plea for Caba. 

After a brief reference to the President's 
message concerning Cuba, Mr. Cullem said: 

While I am not disposed to criticise Pres- 
ident Cleveland, I may properly say that I 
had hoped he would find.occasion to give 
more positive or emphatic expression of the 
true American continental policy which 
ought to be invoked in all cases where the 
liberty and independence of any of the peo- 
ples of the American continent are involved. 
And, further, I think we ought never to hesl- 
tate or delay when the lines of this policy 
run parallel and coincident with those of 
common humanity,” 

Mr. Cullom referred to certain 
Spanish history showing the recor 
ty and oppression. Continuing, he said:

present century. During the existence of 
the holy office, or inquisition, 31,912 persons 
were condemned and perished in the flames, 
17,659 were burned in effigy, and nearly 300,- 
000 were condemned to severe and terrible 
penances.

After further historical references to Span- 
ish cruelty in America Mr. Cullom said: 

‘While all the provinces which have re- 
belled and separated from Spain have, as I 
have shown, become prosperous and fairly 
well conditioned, independent countries, the 
feeble old mother country has gradually 
fallen into lower and lower estate, depending 
and almost relying for existence upon the 
stolen gold levied upon Cuba, Puerto Rico, 
and the Phflippine Islands. Spain continues 
to be what she always has been—a robber na- 
tion. I speak now of the nation and not of 
her people. If we wait for precedent we 
shall wait forever. If a precedent is needed 
we shall make one. 

Precedent Should Be No Bar. 

„We violated every precedent by the dec- 
laration of our own independence on July 4, 
1776. When we announced the Monroe doc- 
trine in 1823 it was im defiance of precedent 
and was the determination of a rule which 
has become a law and will never be gainsaid. 
When we announced, mot many months ago, 
that we should interfere in the matter of the 
Venezguelaa boundary and see for ourselves 
if our rights were to be concluded by foreign 
dictation we followed no precedent but that 
of good American common sense. And com- 
mon sense has won. We now have reached 
the time to take another step in advance. 
We have already proclaimed that the 
United States will have something to say 
regarding matters affecting the American 
continent, and we should now announce that 
the speedy termination of Spanish contre] 
of the islands at the gateway of the Mexican 
gulf is necessary alike to the welfare of 
those islands and.to the people of the United 
States. The present situation cannot con- 
tinue: Within the borders of the island 
rages a war which on both sides is declared 
to ba a war either of extermination on the 
one hand or liberty and Spanish exclusian 
on the other. This condition must cease. 
The Spanish, after two years’ war, have 
failed to establish peace and the insurgents 
have failed to reach their hoped-for inde- 
pendence. This war of extermination must 
stop. 

„This Congress of the United States nas 
already recognized by solemn resolution the 
belligerent rights of Cuba, but so long az it 
has not received the executive approval it 
has no force. And if it had, it is cenceded 
that some other course must be taken. The 
question to be determined is not fully clear, 
except that the war must cease.” 

Mr. Cullom spoke of the progress of Span- 
ish-American republics of South America.

“The government of Cuba by Spain ts 
merely a tyranny, the governmental power 
being but a machine by which the profits of 
the resident sugar growers go to fill the 
pockets of the Spaniards 2,000 miles away.

A Continental Question. 

“The American people are coming to the 
consideration of the Cuban situation as they 
already have in certain other cases, as a 
great political question, a continental ques- 
tion, if you please. And being a litical 
continental question it will be decided ulti- 
miately by the continent whose interests are 
most clearly involved, Geographically con- 
sidered, Cuba cannot belong to in. She 
is in American waters and politically is en- 
titled to statehood in the continent of Amer- 
ican republics. 

Has the United States no interest in cur 
own trade and commerce with an island 
from which we receive fully 90 per cent of 
the vast sugar product and much thé larger 
part of all her other productions? The inter- 
ests of the United States, counting all things 
passing between the two countries, reach, 
perhaps, 100,000,000 annually, and alreudy 
this trade has heen practically wiped out. 
The Cuban exports of sugar alone have fall- 
en during the current year—1896—from above 
1,000,000 tons te less than 100,000. The to- 
baeco trade is dead. Neither will.revive un- 
til war stops and the Spaniards get out of 
Cuba. That is the only solution of the trade 
problem. 

„Has Spain any sympathy for or friend- 
ship with this country? Americans have 
been imprisoned and punished in Cuba for 
even expressing sorrow for the poor young 
medical students who were cruelly shot and 
murdered in Havana afew years ago. There 
is not a family of any standing in Cuba 
which has not lost-one or more of its mem- 
bers by arbitrary arrest and sunrise murder 
by armed troops who marched their victims 
to the place of blood and shot them in the 
back. 

“In the present war, which has lasted 
about twenty-one months, Spain has wasted 
over a hundred millions, and has put into the 
field possibly 200,000 men and boys. 

Plain Duty of the United States. 

“As I have before intimated, I believe it 
to be the duty of the United States to use the 
great power attaching to the Nation to de- 
clare and to maintain, as a prerogative of 
right belonging generally.to republicanism 
and specifically to this republic, that no 
charnel house of ruin shall be continued in 
the West Indian waters, whose waves break 
at our very front gate, any longer than the 
time it shall require to break ft up. And if 
the duty of suppressing this damning blot 
and erasing it forever from sight shall fall 
alone upon the United States, so be it. 

“The effort cannot fail. We shall not 
wage any warfare for the acquisition of ter- 
ritory for ourselves. We shall not claim 
Cuba as a reward for saving her from the 
slaughter, but we will not see that fair island 
turned again to the mercies of wild beasts 
and vultures of war, whose only stimulus fs 
gain. Cuba libre—free Cuba—is the reward, 
and what a glorious reward will that be! 

“ Every citizen of the United States will 
feel that his birthright as an American free- 
man will mean something. A settlement 
must be made. The account has been open 
and running long enough—yes, far too long. 
To its settlement we max properly invite 
the codpe 


American continent. But the erd of the de- 


: vastation must de determined. The United, 


States must furnish the occasion if it does | 
not otherwise arise. 

“If other means fail we may cpnsider the 
propriety of a fal purchase of Cuba. That 
method has had its share of consideration 
under previous administrations, It is not 
that we want the territory, hut we mean that 
the trouble shall meet a just settlement and 
conclusion. Let the end come—com:2 quick- 
ly. Let the bloodshed cease and let freedom 
and humanity be glorified. 

‘The wisdom and discretion of an Ameri- 
can President and Cabinet can ¢ertainly find 
a way to determine the trouble without im- 
periling the interests cf our country or our 
people. I have little choice or preference as 
to.the particular method, but I do want, and 
I know the public expects, a settlement ona 
humane and just basis. The United States 
can do no less than to initiate this effort for 
humanity and liberty.” 

Senator Call’s Plea for Recognition. 


Mr. Call [Dem.,; Fla.] followed Mr. Cullom, 
addressing himself to his resolution, intro- 
duced yesterday, for the recognition of Cu- 
ban independence. 

Mr. Call began by having the Clerk read 
several official “communications. One by 
United States Consul Brice of Matanzas, 
Cuba, to Assistant Secretary of State Rock- 
hill, stated that the military Governor had 
turned over Oscar Cespides to the civil au- 
thorities, making profuse apologies in the 
case. The depogition of Cespides, taken in 
the Matanzas Jalil, was read, 

It recited that he was a native born citi- 
zen of the United States who went as a re- 
porter to Cuba on board the Commodore. 
He was captured while lying sick under a 
tree, not having arms, and without any con- 
nection with the revolution. A letter to 
Mr. Call added the information that José 
Gonzales, an aged citizen of Florida, was in 
a Cuban prison, although no charge was 
against him. 

Mr. Call referred to these communications 
as showing the extent of Spain's arbitrary 
course in Cuba againat United States citi- 
zens. The first duty of the United States, 
he said, was to protect its own citizens... He 
could see no reason for withholding imme- 
diate recognition of Cuba’s independence. 

The Senator declared that it was to Spain’s 
Interest that the United States should act, 
terminating the war without further de- 
struction of life and property and without 
further excitement in the United States. 

The Call resolution was referred to the 
Committee on Foreign Relations. 


PHILIPPINE REBELLION IS GROWING. 


Insurgents Reported to Be Gaining in 
Strength Daily. 

San Francisco, Cal., Dec. 10.—The steamer 
China today brought advices concerning the 
progress of the insurrection in the Philip- 
pine Islands. 

It is stated that the rebels are daily gain- 
ing in strength and practically control the 
district outside f Manilla, although the 
Spanish Government strives to create the 
impression that the rebellion is practically 
subdued. The origin of the uprising is 
ascribed to excéssive taxatlon and despotic 
rule and the-statement of the Spanish Gov- 
ernor that native priests started the rebel- 
lion for religious purposes is denied. 

Captured rebels and residents suspected 
of favoring the rebels are treated with great 
cruelty and all sorts of indignities are 
heaped upon captives taken in the field. 
The shipping of prisoners to the African 
colony continues and 100 rebels were shipped 
on Oct. 9. 

During the October campaign the rebels 
captured the towns of Montalban and San 
Mateo, ten miles from Manilla. It is said 
the foreign residents sympathize with the 
rebels. 

Washington, D. C., Dec. 10.— The Cuban 
Celegation here has received news to the 
effect. that it things continue as they are 
in the Philippine Islands they will be free 
before Cuba.“

LONDON PAPERS TELL OF - MOVE 
AGAINST THE PORTE. 


Times Prints an Article Directly In- 
spired from Official Cireles—British 
Government Not to Make Definite 
Announcement Until an Untimatum 
Is Presented to the Sultan a Week 
Hence—Other News from Foreign 
Lands. 


[SPECIAL CABLE BY H. R. CHAMBERLAIN. |] 

London, Dec. 10.—Not until today has the 
press of London given an intimation of the 
momentous news of the definite agreement 
of the powers for effectual Interv: 
Turkey, information of which was cabled 
to the Sun on Tuesday, Tite Ti and 
Chronicle today print leaders, in which, the 
fact is tentatively announcen. 

The Times article is by far the most im- 
portant, for it has been directly inspired from 
official sources. It ls most carefully wonded, 
for the government will refrain from mak- 
ing any official announcement until an ulti- 
matum is presented to the Sultan a week 
hence. The Times says: 

Diplomacy has been busy since the visit 
of the Czar to Balmoral and Paris, and, de- 
spite the many obstaclés occasioned by the 
diversity of national interests and the jeal- 
ousies to which they give rise, a measure of 
agreement appears to have been arrived at. 
I, as we believe to be the case, the powers 
not only intend to present a fresh scheme to 
him, but expect him to accept it and carry it 
out, his natural astuteness and innate sense 
of his own interests must speedily lead him 
to realize that he is face to face with an en- 
tirely novel and most disagreeable situation. 

Ot course, he is not likely to abandon his 
old and well tried tactics all at once. Des- 
perate efforts to divide the powers and play 
them off against each other, and herolc at- 
tempts to induce them to accept promises 
for performance may be anticipated as a 
matter of routine, but for these things, 
doubtless, all the powers will be prepared, 
and if they really expect the Porte to submit 
they will know how to meet and disconcert 
maneuvers so familiar. 

Only One Way to Convince Him. 

There is, of course, but one way of con- 
vincing the Sultan that the powers are in 
earnest. They must give him to understand 
with unmistakable plainness that unless he 
consents to act and proceeds to act, as they 
expect him to do, they will concert measures 
of coercion against him. Unless that is con- 
veyed to him in the fashion of carrying con- 
viction to his heart, he will treat the expec- 
tations of the powers, however forcibly ex- 
pressed, with cold indifference. It must be 
assumed, therefore, that when next the Am- 
bassadors lay a system of reforms before 
him for adoption they will be in a position 
to inform him that unless it is adopted and 
put in practice within a fixed period steps of 
a decisive nature will be taken by the powers. 

“Unless this course has been agreed upon 
in advance of the presentation of a fresh 
scheme of reforms it will merely afford the 
Sultan one more opportunity of teaching 
Europe the humiliating lesson that she is 
powerless against him so long as she remains 
divided. As Europe, by painful experience, 
must have already learned this truth, and 
must also have observed that the Sultan is 
well acquainted with it, we cannot suppose 
that the powers will expect success for any 
project which does not take it into account. 

Their expectations of success, where 
they have so very often failed, will 
be due to the presence of a factor which has 
been absent hitherto, and that factor is the 
resolution common to them all to compel 
the Sultan to receive their decision.“ 

Chronicle’s Definite Statement. 

The Chronicle statement is definite, for 
it gives the news cabled to the Sun two 
days ago that the joint fleets of Russia, 
France, and England will enforce the ulti- 
matum. The on new element in the situa- 
tion since I last cabled is the evident unwill- 
ingness of Austria to consent to plans for 
Russian aggrandizement which are includ- 
ed in the new project. 

There was another long Cabinet council 
yesterday, at which the subject was again 
considered and Lord Salisbury had another 
long interview with the Austrian Ambassa- 
der. Germany, I am informed, has declared 
her purpose to remain absolutely neutral 
and Austria's opposition has been aoe rh gowns 
overcome. It is said that M. Nelidoff will 
return to Constantinople via Vienna in order 
to give renewed assurances of Russia's good 
faith. M. Nelidoff will probably arrive at 
Constantinople next Wednesday. 


ENGLISH PROTECTIONISTS MEET. 
Declare a Change in Their Nation’s 
Fiseal Policy Must Be Made. 
London, Dec, 10.—The conference at St. 
James’ Hall today, open to all favorable to 
the reform of the fiscal policy of Great 
Britain on protection lines and called by 
James Lowther, M. P., who presided, was 
thinly attended. Those present included 
Lord Marsham and Mr. Howarth, Mr. Dis- 
raeli, Mr. Sandys, and Seton-Karr, members 


of Parliament. 

Mr. Lowther, in a long speech, stated that 
there is a rapidly increasing sentiment in 
Great Britain that the nation’s fiscal policy 
is radically wrong. The Sultan ot Turkey, 
he added, is the only ruler under heaven 
who has adopted the principles of the Cob- 
den club. Continuing, Mr. Lowther. re- 
marked: 

Within a year the two greatest repub- 
lies of the world have gone through remark- 
able changes.” -The speaker then referred 
to the high character and great ability of 
President-elect McKinley, saying: 

He would never have occupied his pres- 
ent position had not his name been asso- 
ciated with the most protective tariff ever 
framed in the United States. And the same 
can be said of M. Meline (the French Pre- 
mier).“ 

Mr. Lowther then mentioned the recent 
Canadian general election to prove that the 
settled policy of Canada was protection, de- 
clared himself as being as much opposed to 
the ruin of England by Manitoba as by 
Minnesota wheat, and asserted thai il was no 
longer true that the masses in Engiand were 
opposed to any imposition of duties, Be- 
tween 2,500,000 and 3,000,000 acres of land, 
Mr. Lowther explained, had been dtiven out 
of cereal production in England for £130,- 
000,000 of imports, of which the most could 
be produced here. 

The speaker then stated that he favored a 
5 per cent duty on wheat, which, he added, 
would produce £12,500,000 ($62,500,000) of 
revenue. 

Joseph Howarth moved resolutions in 
favor of changing the policy of the country 
so as to secure unfailing food supplies with 
secure markets for the manufacturers by 
means of preferential trading relations with 
all parts of the empire. 

He said that preaching to English free- 
traders is like preaching to men in Saturn, 
and urged a meeting in the future to make 
it desperately uncomfortable for them, 
adding: 80 long as the workingman is 
under free trade there is nothing left for 
an Englishman but to dig his own grave 
with a foreign spade and be buried in a 
foreign coffin.” 

Many other speakers addressed the mcet- 
ing. Lord Marsham eulogized Sir Charles 
Tupper as the father of preferential trade 
with the colonies,”’ and declared that British 
exports to foreign countries had not in- 
creased one shilling in thirty years, while, 
he asserted, Germany had increased her ex- 
ports by £35,000,000 ($175,000,000). 

Several resolutions urging preferential 
trade and the founding of protection leagues 
in every British constituency were adopted 
unanimously. 


AMERICANS IN TURKEY ARE ANGRY. 


Incensed at Olney'’s Quibbling and 
Want Minister Terrell Recalled. 

London, Dec. 11.—A. dispatch from Con- 
stantinople to the Chronicle says: 

Americans here are incensed at Secretary 
Olney’s quibbling statements about the 
friendly attitude of the authorities here. 
They defy Mr. Terrell, the United States 
Minister, to disprove the fact that the Amer- 
ican House in Haskuel suburb was looted, 
the caretaker killed, and the American flag 
torn down. It is regretted that the United 
States is represented by so unpractical a 
tyro in diplomacy as Mr, Terrell, whose re- 
call is eagerly awaited.”

CONCERT OF MANUSCRIPT SOCIETY 


Resident Composers for the First Time 
Voice a Common Purpose. 

For the first time in the history of music 
in Chicago general and united effort on the 
part of resident compogers was publicly 
voiced last night at the first concert of the 
3 Manuscript Society in Summy’s 

all. , 

The movement inaugurated in Tun Tnin- 
UNE last season, and cordially seconded by a 
number of resident composers in letters 
printed at that time, resulted subsequently 
in the foundation of the society. Since that 
foundation the list of active members has 
grown to include composers resident as far 
East as Baltimore, Md., and as far West as 
Fremont, Neb. 

The audience at last evening’s concert con- 
tained an excellent representation of local 
executants and the general atmosphere was 
one of appreciation. In several instances 
the composers brought forward their own 
works. 

Mr. William H. Sherwood gave a group of 
three original pianoforte numbers—" Idylle,“ 
op. 5, No. 1: Gipsy Dance,“ op. 10; and 
Medea,“ op. 18. Mr. Robert Goldbeck 
played his Mexican Dances and Poems 
of Melody, No. 1.“ Mrs. Jessie L. Gaynor 
sang three Children’s Songs from a new- 
composed collection. 

Both the Goldbeck and Sherwood numbers 
have been heard previously in concert and 
reviewed, so that further comment is not 
necessary. Of Mrs. Gaynor’s work it is, how- 
ever, necessary to speak. Once in so long a 
writer of melodies voices the purity, the 
simplicity, and the directness of the heart of 
achild. This Mrs. Gaynor has accomplished, 
and her success, as must in such work.be the 
case, is due as much to the poet she has hap- 
pily chosen as to her own excellent bent. 
Who the writer of the verses of *‘ Jerushy,”’ 
the dear mutilated doll. Fire Flies,“ and 
The Flowers’Cradle Song is, could not 
be learned from last night's program. The 
lines themselves could only be penned by a 
woman though, and that woman a mother, 
for surely none other is given to know so 
well the heart of the child. 

The most serious work among the novelties 
was also by a woman composer, Mrs. Elisa 
Mazzucato-Young, whose appreciative set- 
ting of the CXXX. Psalm for baritone solo 
was sung by Mr. Bicknell Young. Mr. Sher- 
wood, in adidtion to his own compositions, 
played a brilliant staccato etude by Mrs. 
Mazzacato-Young, an original transcription 
of the Gavotte from Mr. Frederic Grant 
Gleason's ‘“‘ Otho Visconti.“ and a canzonetta 
by Mr. P. C. Lutkin. 

Mr. Arne Oldberg played a Polonaise 
Brillante by Mr. Adolf Kolling, and Mr. 
Henry Schoenefeld was assisted by Mr. 
Joseph Chapek in an original revery anda 
gay little serenade for pianoforte and violin. 

Augmenting the active membership, the 
Chicago Manuscript Society comprises a pro- 
fessional and associate one, on similar lines 
to those pursued by the New York organiza- 
tion, in which a number of the Chicago com- 
posers are enrolled. The total number of 
composers enrolled in the loeal society is 
twenty-seven.

DRASTIC. COPYRIGHT LAW FASSED. 


Imprisonment the Penalty in Musics! 
and Dramatic Infringements. 
. Washington, D. C., Dec. 10.—[Spectal. 
ithout hesitation and by an overwhelming 
majority the House passed one of the most 
drastic copyright laws ever put on the 
atute books. It came from the Senate, 
. in May last, and as the 
amendments were only verbal it will prob- 
ably go to the President for his signature. 

Tt concerns only dramatic and musical 
compositions, but the. provisions of the new 
law are unusually severe. In the first place 
it is provided that any person publicly per- 
forming or representing without the con- 
sent of the author any copyrighted dramatic 
or. musical composition shall liable for 
damages.of not less than $100 for the first 
and $50 for every subsequent performance. 
It is also provided that any performance 
which is shown to be willful and for profit 
shall make the person or persons responsibie 
therefor guilty of a misdemeanor, the pan- 
ishment for which shall be imprisonment for 
a period of not exceeding one year. There 
is not even, the alternative of a fine, and im- 
prisonment is made the only pen alt 

It is further provided that any injunetlon 
‘granted by a Federal Circuit Court N 


shall hold wee 8 within rr 
tory of the United States, and Circuit Courts 
Judges are given special jurisdiction to |

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Alien Land Bill Gives Rise to Some 
Chafing in the House, 

Washington, D. C., Dec. 10.—Pending the 
preparation of the next appropriation bil 
the House again today devoted its time to 
consideration of bills on the calendar. 

A bill advocated by thé delegates from the 
Territories to modify the law forbidding 
the alien ownership of lands in the Terri- 
tories so as to give them the right to acquire 
under mortgage and to hold for ten years 
real property was defeated. 

An important bill to transfer the rights of 
the Atlantic and Pacific railroad under its 
charter to the mortgagees when they reor- 
ganize the road was postponed until Tuesday 
next. 

Mr. Hepburn (Rep., Iowa) caused some- 
thing of a flurry by undertaking to arraign 
the supporters of the former bill on the 
ground that they were proposing to go back 
on the platform. plank against alien owner- 
ship. His remarks were particularly direct- 
éd against the Populists, who, he said, after 
declaring against alien ownership were 
now in favor of allowing aliens to acquire 
all they had heretofore declared should be- 
long only to American citizens 

Mr. Catron (Rep., New Mexico), the spon- 
sor for the bill, declared that the bill did not 
permit alien ownership. It only permitted 
aliens in certain contingencies to hold real 
property for ten years. Its gree he said, 
was to enable the people of the Territories 
to get some of the benefits of foreign capital. 
Capital was needed to develop the resources 
of the Territories. Under the present law 
no alien could own a dollar of real property, 
and no capital could be invested. 

He admitted that a combination of Pop- 
ulists and Democrats had carried New Mex- 
ico at the late election. 

r. Hepburn declared that if that were the 
case the people of New Mexico should have 


esidential contest an object lesson. They should be taught to 


understand that their Territory cannot grow 
under Populist doctrines. : 

Mr. Bell (Pop., Colo.) made a defense of 
Populism, and declared that unless by the 
terms of the bill it was restricted to the 
protection of foreign investments in mining 
claims, which could be developed by private 
capital, he would oppose it. 

Mr. Flynn (Delegate, Ok.) said that al- 
though the bill would not affect the Terri- 
tory of Oklahoma he submitted that there 
Was no reason why the same laws as to own- 
ership of land should not be given both Ter- 
ritories and States.

What the Bill Provides. 


The bill was not passed upon at the time 
of adjournment, but. the Senate agreed to 
what is generally known as the Lodge bill as 
a substitute to the House measure. The sub- 
stitute requires.that all immigrants over the 
age of 14 years shall be able to read and write 
their native language and shall be requlred 
to read and write in the presence of a United 
States official at least five lines of the United 
States Constitution. 

Mr. Vest pointed out that the provisions 
should be restricted to male immigrants, 


| showing that the female damestics, most of 


them coming from foreign countries, did not 
bave the franchise and could not reduce our 
Standards of citizenship. 

Mr. Lodge proposed the amendment, say- 
ing the time had come to make the restric- 
tions ample to keep out foreign labor und 
foreign competition, The people gathered 
in our cities, said he; see streams of immi- 
grants pouring into their midst. Our own 
unemployed were being faced by the unem- 
ployed of other lands. 

Mr. Chandler called attention to the fact 
that in the recent electiona women voted in 
many States, and that the distinction urged 
by Mr. Vest was fast disappearing.

He said the re- 
striction of immigration had been approved 
by the several national platforms. 

“If I am wrong the Senator in the chair 
[Hill] will correct me, as he is fami:iar with 
all platforms.“ 3 

Mr. Chandler said the Republican national 
platform and at least one of the platforms 
on which Mr. Bryan stood had declared for 
restricted immigration, and he facetiously 
suggested that Mr. Vest ought not to be the 
first to violate party pledges. 

Mr. Palmer {Dem., III. J offered an amend- 
ment asking the restrictions apply to all 
persons over 21 years of age instead of .14 
years, as proposed by the bill. He urged 
that 21 was the usual time of reaching ma- 
jority. 

The Vest and Palmer amendments were 
pending when the bill was laid aside. An 
amendment by Mr. Sewall was agreed to 
excepting the minor children and wives of 
admissible immigrants from the operations 
of the bill. 

At 3:45 the immigration bill went over and 
the Senate held a brief executive session. 

Adjourns Until Monday. 

On the opening of the Senate a motion by 
Mr. Aldrich [Rep., R. I.] was adopted that 
when the Senate adjourned today it be until 
Monday next. 

The popular interest on various subjects 
of legislation was shown by the armful of 
petitions received by the Petition Clerk. 
The main subjects of petition were for the 
passage of the Dingley bill, the independence 
of Cuba, and the restriction of ingmigration.

PROPOSED REFORM OF THE CABINET 


Bill Directing That They Be Taken 
Only from Congress, ’ 

Washington, D. C., Dec. 10.—Representa- 
tive Barrett of Massachusetts has intro- 
duced a bill providing that members of the 
President’s Cabinet shall be chosen from 
either the Senate or House of Representa- 
tives with the restriction that the Secretary 
of the Treasury shal] be chosen from the 
House of Representatives and the Secretary 
of State from the Senate. 

They are to retain their seats in Congress 
and lose their portfolio when the term to 
which they are elected expires. Only the 
salary of a Cabinet officer is to be drawn by 
such official. 

A member of Congress who passes from 
one house to the other will retain his posi- 
tion in the Cabinet. They are to be con- 
firmed in the manner now provided by law. 
No time is fixed when it shall go into effect. 


CONTROLLER BOWLER IN THE WAY, 


Opposes Plans fur the Improvement of 
the Chicago River. : 

Washington, D. C., Dec. 10,-—[Special.]— 
Secretary Lamont was enlightened today as 
to the needs of Chicago River by a delega- 
tion of Illinois Congressmen, headed by 
Senator Cullom, and for more than an hour 
details deemed important for the Secretary 
of War to know were discussed in all their 
bearings. 

Gen. Craighill, Chief of Engineers, was in- 
vited to participate in the conference, and 
it was through his information that the 
visitors were given a tip as to future ob- 
stacles in the path of the measure, for which 
Congress already has set aside $700,000, 

Controller Bowler of the Treasury Depart- 
ment has informed the Engineering Bureau 
that he will decline to approve any requisi- 
tion for funds for improving the Chicago 
River unless they are for dredging, as Spe- 
cified in the last river and harbor appro- 
priation bill. It was the desire of Senator 
Cullom and his associates that the Secretary 
of War should construe the paragraph in 
the appropriation bill so that money not used 
for dredging could be diverted to the pur- 
poses of widening and straightening the 
Chicago River when it had become neces- 
sary. With the avowed opposition of Con- 
troller Bowler staring them in the face, 
Secretary Lamont would not promise to do 
as his visitors requested, but said he would 
look into the matter and commumicate the 
result of his investigations as soon as 
possible.

GUES AGAINST A COMBINE. 


RAILWAY TRUST.

Before the Supreme Court He Attacks 
the Trans-Missouri Freight .Asso- 
ciation—He Denies the Right te 
Pool and Asserts That Competing 
Lines Are Forbidden to Agree on 
Rates, Although Connecting Lines 
May Do So. 


— 

Washington; D. C., Dec. 10.—{Special.J— 
Lawyers, railroad men, and members of the 
Senate and House have filled the Supreme 
Court to follow thé arguments in the trans- 
Missouri trust case It is not only the 
brightest array of counsel interested in the 
case, but the principle involved which in- 
terests the lawyers, and the railroad men 
are particularly anxious that transporta- 
tion lines should not be included in the pro- 


visions of the anti-trust law, believing that. 


they have enough to struggle with to get 
around the restrictions imposed upon them 
by the inter-State commerce act, 


The government comes into the case with. 


an unfavorable decision from the Circuit 
Court of Appeals of Kansas. The suit was 


originally brought for the purpose of Show- 


ing that the Trans-Missouri Freight Asso- 
clation,. organized to regulate traffic rates 
and consisting of eighteen Western trunk 
lines, existed in violation of the anti-trust 
law. When the Kansas court decided 
against the position taken by the govern- 
ment the case was appealed to the United 
States Supreme Court and has only this 
week come up for settlement. 

After the original suit was entered the 
members of the Trans-Missour! Freight As- 
sociation dissolved the organization, and it 
was contended in addition that the govern- 
ment could not prosecute its suit because the 
alleged trust itself had gone out of existence. 
The main question at issue before the court 
is, first of all, whether the anti-trust law of 
July, 1890, so far as it concerns its provisions 
of conspiracies and combinations, applies 
to railroads at all. 

The government takes the position that 
there is no limit to the application of the 
anti-trust law. It fs asserted that it governs 
railroads and any other combination formed 
for the purpose of controlling trade. 

The railroad men take the position that 
they are bound by the fnter-State commerce 
law, and that must be taken as the directory 
statute concerning all transportation cases. 
The intent of the anti-trust law being to 
reach combinations and conspiracies of pri- 
vate individuals or corporations, it could 
not be touched by the inter-State commerce 


law. 

The second question at issue before the 
Supreme Court is, whether if the trust law 
does apply to railroad cases, the combination 
known as the Trans- Missouri Association 
forms a distinct violation of the law. 


Promtnent People Present. 


The Attorney-General, always calm, de- 
liberate,. and impressive,, a man of good 
presence and calculated to attract respect- 


ful attention, stood behind the little, pulpit- 


like stand erected in the center of the circle 
immediately facing Chief Justice Fuller. 
His argument was wholly oral, occasional 
reference being made to notes and the nu- 
merous briefs of opposing counsel. Rhetoric 
tand oratory played no part in the proceed- 
ings. Mr. Harmon sought to be convincing 
rather than eloquent, 
On the left of the Attorney-General sat 
former Judge. Dillon, now the private coun- 
sel of the Goulds, and on his right former 
Minister to England Phelps and James C, 
Carter, the leader of the New York bar, all 
of whom. are retanied for the defendant rail- 
woads. These gentlemen listened without in- 
terruption to the arraignment of their cli- 
ents, making occasional notes, to be utilized 
when their time for response should come. 
The interrogations of the various Associate 
Justices were numerous, but their queries 
met, with prompt and seemingly satisfactory 
replies. 
Less than a short stone’s throw away, in 
the Senate Chamber, were some of those 
Who are popularly supposed to be defenders 
of certain powertul trusts and monopolies, 
but none of 
Senator Hoar, 
ah anti-trust Senator, was the only mem- 
ber of the Upper House temporarily in evi- 
dence, and he flitted through the court-room 
apparently unaware of the case that was 
under consideration. At that very moment 
Judge Dilion was reading from a conference 
report that the venerable Senator from 
Massachusetts had submitted six years ago 
on the anti-trust bill, as Chairman of the 
Senate Judiciary committee. 

A few of the more impressionable specta- 
tors smiled when ex-Judge Dillon modulated 


his voice until tears seemed to rise in the: 


eyes of John Marshall's marble image, and 
expressed his gratification that the President 
in his annual message had treated trusts 
and transportation in separate chapters. 
„The President's observations on the sub- 
ject of trusts make very instructive read- 
ing.“ said the late Jay Gould’s famous law- 
yer, with his eyes elevated towards the fres- 


Attorney-General’s Argument. 


Attorney-General Harmon began his ar- 
gument for the government by stating that 
the Circuit Court of Appeals for Kaneas hed 
rendered a decision against the government 
in a suit brought to show that the Trans- 
Missouri Freight Association, organized for 
the purpose of raising or regulating traffic 
rates, and consisting of eighteen Western 
railroads, existed in violation of the anti- 
trust law, and the case had then been 


brought to the United States Supreme Court 


on appeal. 

He outlined the vast territory covered by 
the agreement under which the association 
operated, and said ite rates affected only 
competing points. He said the motion to 
dismiss the appeal on the ground that the 
association had been dissolved should not 
prevail, as the original agreement was now 
being carried out under another name, 


Object 6f the Agreement. 


Under the terms of the objectionable agree- 
ment, said Mr. Harmon, the eighteen de- 
fendant railroads entered into a combina- 
tion, with duly elected officers, and having 
an Executive committee whose duty it was 
to fix and maintain uniform rates on freight 
at all competing points. The chief object of 
the agreement was to bind the railroads to- 
gether so as to prevent competition. He held 
that the formation of the association prior 
to 1800 did not prevent the bringing of this 
action; as the law forbids operations under 
an agreement, no matter when made, and 
such agreement should have ceased with 
the passage of the law. 

Two leading questions are involved, said 
Attorney-General Harmon. The first is as 
to whether the act of July, 1890, applies to 
‘railroads so far as an interpretation of 
trusts, conspiracies, and combinations is 
concerned. The second is, if the act does 
apply to railroads, does this combination 
among the defendants constitute a violation 
of the act? 

The first-question, he said, is answered by 
the wording of the act itself. It applies to 
everybody joining in a trust, conspiracy, or 
combination for the restraint of inter-State 
éommerce. It applies to corporations as 
well as individuals. The Supreme Court has 
repeatedly held that transportation is com- 
merce. He objected to the question of con- 
struction being raised by the defendants’ 
counsel, who in their briefs introduced the 
vicissitudes undergone by the bill in the 
course of its passage through the Senate 
and House. The section authorizing the

he regarded as a wise provision, as that 

might be the only manner in which some 

corporations could be punished. 0 
Competing Companies Barred. 

Mr. Harmon denied the contention that 
the anti-trust law conflicted with the inter- 
State commerce act, and said the one was 
supplemental to the other. 


In response to an inquiry from Justice 


Shiras Mr. Harmon said the whole substance 
of his argument rested on the declaration 
that competing railroad companies are for- 
bidden by law to make any agreement as to 
rates, although connecting lines may do so. 
The question did not enter as to whether 
the rates agreed upon were reasonable or 
not. A contract between competing roads 
must of necessity be a restraint of that 
trade. 

The anti-trust law was framed to avoid 
that shoak ef reasonableness,” and it was 
mtended that trade should be free and un- 
restrained. If any man or combination of 
men is appointed to determine what is rea- 
sonable then the law is nullified. Being con- 
vinced that the anti-trust law applies to rail 

s, Mr. Harmon held the agreement of 
the Trans-Missouri A latlon to be a vio- 
lation of it. Congress, in passing the act, 
wan dealing With artificial combinations 
and not interfering with the rights of prop- 
ertx. If Congress had intended to measure 
trusts, conspiracies, and monopolies by the 
reasonable character of their operations, it 
would have made that fact explicit: The 
provisions of the law in its application to

and just. The association was formed for 
utual protection, and all the rates made 


nder the agreement are just and reasonable. 


As a matter of fact, more than two hundred 
reductions in tariff have been made by the 
association. At the same time it is imma- 
terial to the case whether the rates are rea- 
sonable or not. The anti-trust law, he main- 
tained, had no reference to railroads, all 
legislation on that point being covered tn the 
act of 1887. Railroads are compelled by law 
to cafry on their business, no matter how 
unprofitable it may be. Itis the correspond- 
ing right of the companies—not by grace or 
favor—to receive just and reasonable rates 
for their services. It is their right to com- 
bine for self-interest and better protection. 


Features of the Case. 


Judge Dillon held that neither the seizure 
nor penal sections of the anti-trust law couid 
apply to railroads. The word“ trusts “ con- 
stitutes the keynote to the whole act and 
deals with unlawful combinations of individ- 
uals and not railroads. He declared it to be 
inconceivable that if the act is intended to 
include railroads they are from first to last 
omitted. Trusts and transportation are 80 
utterly unlike that it is impossible that Con- 
gress would ever have undertaken to deal 
with them in the same statute. 

Messrs. Phelps and Carter will each make 
an hour’s argument tomorrow on behalf of 
the defendant railroads composing the 
Trans-Missouri Freight Association. 

The railroad’s case is thus presented by, 
three lawyers who are paid perhaps $50,000 
a year apiece for their services, or $150,000. 
The government is represented by one able 
lawyer, who receives $8,000 a year for his 
services, 

Mr. Harmon is the first Attorney-General 
of the United States who has undertaken in 
person to enforce the anti-trust laws. His 


effort is probably made too late to succeed . 


during this administration. 
PACIFIC RAILROADS’ FUNDING BILL. 


Agreement to Take Up the Measure 
on Jan. 5. 

Washington, D. C., Dec. 10.—[Special.]—It 
has been practically agreed that the Pacific 
railroads’ funding bill shall be taken up for 
discussion in the House on Jan. 5, and that 
after a three days’ debate a vote shall be 
taken. What the result of that vote will be 
is at present uncertain. 

Mr. Powers, the Chairman of the Pacific 
Rallroads committee, is confident the bill 
will have a majority of forty. The personal 
representative of Collis Huntington says the 
majority will not be less than forty-five. 
The fact seems to be that Mr. Huntington 
has been exerting his usual quiet but power- 
ful influence on many of the members of 
Congress since the last session, and that he 
has good grounds for the confidence that his 
agents are expressing. * 

It is apparent that even some of the Call- 
fornia members of the House who were 
the loudest in their denunciations of the 
funding proposition a year ago, are now at 
least lukewarm. The work in favor of the 
measure has been done in a quiet but effective 
way. Every man in California in favor of 
the funding plan has been urged to action. 
The California members are being deluged 
with petitions and memorials urging them to 
support the funding bill. The writers have 
been assured that if the bill goes through 
Mr. Huntington will build a branch of the 
road to open up Utah to Middle and Lower 
California. 

The opponents of the measure are inactive 
and no word has been received from them 
this session. When a Congressman receives 
hundreds of petitions from his constituents 
all in one direction, it is not surprising he 
should be influenced by them. 

Congressman Maguire yore his investiga- 
tion on the Democratic side of the House in- 
dicates an almost unanimous vote against 
the funding bill. He says several members 
who were heretofore in favor of the propo- 
sition are now against it and he is of the 
opinion the position taken against the meas- 
ure in the Chicago platform will insure most 
if not all of the Democratic votes against the 
bill, So far as he is able to learn, there is 
only one man on the Republican side of the 
House who has changed to become a friend 
of the bill.

ARREST GENERAL AGENT O'REILLY. 


He Is Charged with Violating the In- 
ter-State Commerce Law. 

Indianapolis, Ind., Dec. 10.—{Special.J— 
General Agent J. A. O'Reilly of the Louis- 
ville, New Albany and Chicago railroad, was 
arrested here today on his return from Chi- 
cago on a warrant taken out by Inspector 
John C. Marchand of the Inter-State Com- 
merce Commission. It was charged O’Reil- 
ly had yiolated the law in cutting freight 
rates. He made a rate of 18 cents to the 
Brooks Oil company from here to Quincy, 
III., and then reduced it to 15 cents after he 
had been informed a competing line had 
given the lower figures. With this explana- 
tion Mr. O'Reilly was released on his own 
recognizance to await the action of the Fed- 
eral grand jury. 


BILL TO DEFINE BUYERS’ RIGHTS. 


Measure Is Discussed by Messrs. Pow- 
ers and McRae in the House. 

Washington, D. C., Dec. 10.—In the House 
today Mr. Powers [Rep., Vt.] from the Com- 
mittee on Pacific Railroads called up the 
bill to define the rights of purchasers under 
mortgages on the Atlantic and Pacific rail- 
road. Mr. Powers sald the purpose of the 
bill was to permit the mortgagees to exer- 
cise under the reorganization their rights as 
a corporation, 

Mr. McRae [wvem., Ark.],denounced the 
land grants tothe Atlantic and Pacific as the 
most corrupt of any in the long list of land 
grants. The road had not earned the lands, 
he asserted, and the rights under the grants 
deserved to die by forfeiture. 

After some discussion it was decided to 
postpone further consideration of the bill 
until Tuesday. 


INCOMES AND EXPENSES OF ROADS. 


Inter-State Commerce Commission 
Makes a Preliminary Report. 

Washington, D. C., Dee. 10.—The Inter- 
State Cammerce Commission has just issued 
@& preliminary report on the income and ex- 
penditures of the railways in the United 
States for the year ending June 30, 1806, 
prepared: by its statistician. 

From the interest and importance that are 
attached to railway statistics, the report 
says, Congress should no longer fail to pro- 
vide adequate means of securing prompt re- 
turns from carriers, which are now delayed 
beyond the legal limit. 

The statement submitted presents the chief 
items of an income account by ten territorial 
groups for 652 roads representing an oper- 
ated mileage of 172,369 miles of line, or about 
06. per cent of the total mileage operated in 
the United States. The gross earnings upon 
this mileage are $1,123,646,562, of which 
$323,468,501 were from the passenger service 
and $772,071,374 were from the freight serv- 
ice. As the operating expenses were $754,- 
071,515 it appears that the income from op- 
eration was 5308, 675,047. 

The figures given in this preliminary state- 
ment, aceording to the report, indicate at 
least a turning toward prosperity. The 
earnings of the passenger service are shown 
to be $1,877 per mileof line, being an increase 
of $113, as compared with the previous year. 
The earnings of the freight service also show 
an increase over last year of $349 per mile 
of line. The gross earnings per mile of line 
were $6,519 for 1896, and the operating ex- 
penses $4,380, leaving a net income per mile 
of line of $2,139, which is in excess of that of 
the fiscal years 1805 and 1894, and compares 
fairly well with the net income per mile of 
line for 1898 and 1892. 

The net earnings of the 172,300 miles of 
line represented in this income report were 
$308,675,047, against 8380, 298.7 in 1805. 
This is the item (increased by income from 
investments) from which fixed charges and 
dividends must be paid before a surplus is 
declared. The increase in net earnings is 
fairly well distributed throughout the United 
States. The surplus from the operations of 
the year ending June 30, 1896, was $6,328,667. 
The fiscal year 1896 closed with a deficit of 
$31,075,080. In the case of every group in 
1895, except group IX. (mainly Texas and 
Louisiana), which had a smaller deficit in 
that year, there was either a smaller surpius 
or a greater deficit than in 1896. 

The dividends declared by the roads cov- 
ered by this advance statement were 884, 


083,732, being ost the same as the amount 
of dividends —— by the corresponding

Inter-State Commerce mis 
caused by the retirement of Commissioner 
Veasey on aceount of physical disability, 
For more than two years Commissioner 
Veasey has been unable to give his attention 
to the affairs of his office, owing to having 
been prostrated by an attack of sunstroke. 
His condition was reported to President 
Cleveland at the close of his first term of 
six years, but it was hoped his condition 
might improve and the President reappointed 
him about a year ago for another six years’ 


term. 
The most eminent physicians have been 
congulted in regard to his case, but re has 
been no marked improvement and the work 
has been accumulating on his desk despite

WHY THE INDIANS HATE BNGLISH. 


Will Not Speak It After They Leave 
School, Where It Is Made Dis- 
tasteful to Them, 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 10,—{Specia:.]— 
For years government instructors among 
the Indians have been troubled by the fact 
that the red men, after learning English 
at the schools as children, invariably return 
to their own tongues and seem positively to 
hate the white man’s language. 

The Superintendent of Indian Schools, W. 
N. Hailman, in à report just made to the 
Commissioner: of Indian Affairs, says that 
the Indians were actually taught to hate 
the English tongue, because of the rigid 


rules against the use of any Indian conver- | 


sation by ls. Until lately the great ma- 
jority of Indian teachers have labored un- 
der the delusion that they can hasten the 
acquisition of the English on the 
part of the pupils by compulsory measures, 
visiting more or less severe penal:ies upon 
the unfortunate children who were caught 
in the use of the Indian speech. 

The unreasonableness of such. proceedings, 
which are always punished with more or 
less serious failure, appears when it is con- 
sidered that an idiom that is forced upon a 
child by means of penalties and other appeals 
to fear is necessarily hateful to him. Then, 
in his own heart, he turns away from i and 
uses it only under more or less pronounced 
protests: This becomes quite manifest as 
soon as the children are removed from the 
restraint of the school, when, for instance, 
they return to their parents for a visit or 
more or less permanently after graduation, 
and when, on meeting their former teachers, 
they will either refuse to speak English al- 
together or answer with shame-f re- 
luetance. 

Prof. Hailman says: There is no doubt 
in my mind that the unreasonableness of 
the offensive warfare made in the peer

ness with which older’ tnd 
ledrn English or to use the little Knowledge 
thereof which they may possess. If it is 
argued that with liberty to use the Indian 
vernacular the Indian children will engage 
in conversation, possibly improper, which 
the teacher can neither understand nor con- 
trol, the fault lies not with the child's know!l- 
edge and use of his own idiom, but with the 
teachers’ ignorance of the same, and the 
remedy will be found not in the repressive 
measures, which must, because of their un- 
reasonableness, fail of their purpose, but in 
the determined effort on the teachers’ part 
to acquire a knowledge of the child's idiom. 
Probably the traditional hostile attitude 
of certain schools to the Indian vernacular 
is responsible for the fact that in a number 
of instances teachers and other school em- 
ployés continue at the same school, working 
with the same tribe of Indians, without ac- 
ouiring any appreciable knowledge of the 
language spoken at the homes of their chil- 
dren. This ignoranoe frequently extends to 
the customs, habits of life, and the historical 
development of the tribe in question. They 
seem to treat the Indians as outcasts; and 
the outcome of their work correspoads with 
this attitude.“ 


COBB TALKS OF THE POSTORFICE. 


Special Architect Says That the Plans 
Will Be Drawn to Suit the 
Tenants. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 10.— [Special. 
Postmaster Hesing has no objection to 
urge against the exterior plans for the pub- 
lic building at Chicago.“ said Special Archi- 
tect Cobb, but as near as 1 could judge 
from our recent conference he wants the 
postal authorities to have absolute control 
ot the basement, first and second floors. 

This subject was discussed between Post- 
master Hesing, Inspector Stuart, and my- 
self, and it was suggested that no partitions 
should be erected in the portions of the 
building to which I have alluded without 
the sanction of the Postoffice Department 
or its representative. Of course Mr. Hesing 
will never be entirely satisfied with a post- 
office at Chicago until he can have it located 
in its own building exclusively, and on the 
shore of Lake Michigan. This has been his 
contention throughout, and the fact that he 
is now on the Lake-Front under such favor- 
able auspices for the transaction of postal 
business has only confirmed his opinion that 
this is the proper place and manner for the 
conduct of the postal affairs of Chicago. 

Under the law, however, the postoffice 
wili have to be placed in the public building 
to be built in accordance with the appropria- 
tion made by Congress, and upon the site. 
now owned by the government. All that 
remains to be done, therefore, is to come to 
an agreement regarding floor space and 
ether accommodations for the transaction 
of public business, and the general idea of 
my sketch plans for the proposed structure 
will be adhered to. 

From indications there is no probability 
of the plans getting out of the Postoffice De- 
partment this month, for they are being 
carefully considered by a commission com- 
posed of the heads of bureaus in this depart- 
ment. After we get through in the Postoffice 
Department the plans will have to go to the 
Interior Department, where the same details 
regarding space will have tobe explained be- 
fore any action can be taken. 

My intention in this matter is to treat 
all who will have to occupy rooms in the 
building just the same as if they were ten- 
ants whose wishes must be considered of 
paramount importance. That was the way 
we conducted affairs at the Treasury De- 
partment in connection with this building, 
and after a thorough explanation of all the

TARIFF REVISION AND WOOL.

Which shall, protect farmers and cattle raisers 
particularly. They want better rates on eggs, 
potatoes, barley, ether field and farm prod-

This should be done: The farmers should 
be given protection wherever possible.

There were no concessions in re- 
turn. The high Canadian duties on Amer- 
ican manufactures remained unchanged. 

The farmers should be protected from the 
cheap cattle, horses, ete, of Mexico, as 
well as of Canada.

Whatever 
is done must not be in compliance with the 
demands of fanatics, but with due regard to 
the interests of the consumers, and the

There are in this country 70 million con- 
sumers of woolen goods in the form of 
clothing, carpets, blankets, hats, etc. A 


duty on wool of a prohibitory nature, such 


as the Ohio ram-raisers ask for, would 
be an unbearable tax on the wearers of 
woolens. A duty on wool which raised per- 
ceptibly the price of goods or caused them to 
be of poorer quality would be taken notice 
of speedily at the polls. 

The wool and woolens schedule of the 
act of 1890, which was dictated by the 
shepherds of Ohio, increased the percent- 
age of shoddy used.in this country and de- 
creased that of wool. A heavy duty on the 
latter now would increase the consumption 
of refuse material—of the old clothes and 
rags of Europe or of America—and woolen 
goods would be of inferior quality, but would 
cost more, if anything. 

The men who own immense flocks of 
sheep out in the mining camp or semi-arid 
States would be benefited. The owners of 
the small flocks of other States would not 
get enough extra for fheir wool to pay the 
extra clothing bills of their families. The 
millions who own no sheep, and never ex- 
pect to own any, would have nothing to 
offset their losses. 

Then there is another point to be consid- 
ered. Over a quarter of the sheep of the 
United States are in the States of Texas, 
Montana, and the Territories of Utah and 
New Mexico. They produce more than a 
quarter of the wool grown in this country. 

West of the Missouri, where the vast 
flocks are, sheep are raised chiefly for their 
wool. East of the Missouri far more pfofit 
is made off the carcass than the fleece. 
Hence sheep are raised for the meat in- 
stead of the wool. 

In the Middle West and along the At- 
lantic the cities and towns furnish an ex- 
cellent market for mutton and lamb. The 
quality of the meat has been improved and 
its consumption has increased. The pro- 
ducers get fair pries. 

The effect of a high duty on wool will be 
to increase the number of sheep, especial- 
ly in the regions west of the Missouri, where 
they can be raised so cheaply. Pasturage 
costs little or nothing and labor is cheap. 

Then, as a result of this increase in the 
number of sheep, more mutton will be 
thrown on the market and the price will be 
forced down, to the disadvantnge and loss 
of the mutton-raisers east of the Missouri. 
They would not get enough more for their 
pelts to make good their losses on the meat. 

There are about 800,000 sheep in Illi- 
pois. The Congressmen for this State will 
not benefit their sheep-owning constituents, 
who raise mutton for the Chicago mar- 
market, by voting to force down the price of 
their meat. They will not benefit one of 
their constituents by putting heavy taxes 
on their woolen clothing. 

The cheap, non-competitive wools should 
be let in free. They may be made the basis 
for reciprocity agreements. The more val- 
uable wools, not produced in this country 
and used for mixing purposes, should not 
be loaded down with duties. If American 
manufacturers are to make first-class wool- 
en goods of all kinds they must have the 
necessary materials. 

Duties should be imposed which will 
check the importation of live Meep and of 
mutton, but when it comes to wool a cau- 
tious policy must be pursed: The serious 
blunders of 1800 must not be repeated, or 
there will be another outéry on the part of 
the consumers of woolens, Who have many 
million more votes than the wool-growers of 
the mining Camp States and Territories. 

The tariff is the best which combines the 
most revenue and the most utility and 
causes the least discontent.

THE SUGAR SCHEDULE, 

The Committee on Ways and Means of 
the present House is working on a tariff 
bill to be submitted to the next Congress, 
when it meets in special session in March. 


- A general understanding has been reached 


that the cotton and iron and steel schedules 
should remain about as they are, but that 
the duties on agricultural products gcner- 
ally must be raised. It is reported also that 
“the disposition of the sugar schedule de- 
pends largely upon how the rest of the bill 
works out and what the estimated revenue 
will be under it.” . 
This sugar schedule is one which shoul 
be handled very carefully, There is no 
single article from which as much revenue 
can be gbtained without bearing hard .on 
the consumer as sugar. It is the backbone 
and mainstay of the present tariff act. It 
supplied a quarter of the customs revenues 
collected under the act of 1883, The price 
of raw sugar is so low now that it can 
stand a good duty, and the refined article 
— about as cheap as when raw sugar was 
ree, 
The greatest ahd the most indefensible 


blunder of the law of 1890 was free listing 


foreign sugur a..d bountying the domestic 
product, That meant giving up 60 milliong 
of easily collected revenue and handing 
over 10 millions of bounty money to the 
Democratic sugar planters of Louisiana. 
Thus the total amount of money foolishly: 
given away was 70 millions. 

This surrender of the sugar duties was 
coupled with a reciprocity provision, but it 
was inadequate.. The sugar of Cuba and 
Puerto Rieo was admitted free. Spain, in 
return, reduced the duties on flour and 
some other agricultural products. A few 
articles were admitted free. 

Exports to Cnba were increased, but 
Spain had the advantage. For every dol- 
lar gained by the United States she gained 
more than ten dollare. There must be no 
more such insufficient reciprocity. If the 
‘sugar of any country is admitted free, it 
must agree in return to admit on the same 
terms the leading products of this country. 

If there are any Congressmen who are 
thinking of making duties so high on other 
commodities as to produce sufficient reve- 
nue in order to have an excuse for putting 
sugar on the free list, or subjecting it toa 
nominal duty, they must beware. If any 
Congressmen contemplate that, they are 
“treasuring wp wrath against the day of 
wrath "—which day will be when the Con- 
gressional elections are held in 1898. 

In 1890 the sugar revenues were thrown 
away that there might be an excuse for 
granting fhe heavier duties demanded by 
greedy manufacturers. Over the addition- 
al protection given those industries the 
bosses and their men wrangled and fought. 
In 1890 and 1892 the latter voted with great 
unanimity against the Republican party and 
defeated it. 

Therefore the sugar schedule must be 
dealt with most judiciously. A tariff bill 
for revenue and protection which disre- 
garded utterly the revenue-producing qual- 
ities of sugar might put the party responsi- 
ble for it in the shadow of popular disfa- 
vor. 


SPAIN’S RANK INGRATITUDE. 
Never was such rank ingratitude as has 
been shown by Spain in its treatment of 
President Cleveland. To aecommodate the 


Spaniards and further their schemes in 


Cuba he has held the American people and 
Congress at bay. He has used all the 
powers of the government to stop the ship- 
ment of arms, munitions, medicines, pro- 
visions, and supplies of all kinds to the in- 
surgents. He has been slow to act even 
when the personal rights of Americans were 
trampled upon. He has taken no step in the 
direction of protecting American invest- 
ments and industrial interests in Cuba. He 
has softened down and minimized the 
wretched condition of Spain in the island. 
He has given Spain until March 4, his juris- 
diction not extending beyond that period, to 
continue its work of butchering men, wom- 
en, and children, of pillaging and burning 
their homes, of throwing them into dun- 
geons or shipping them off without trial to 
penal settlements, and of transforming the 
fair island into a desert. 

All this President Cleveland has done for 
Spain. He has decided for Spain as against 
the Cubans and the American people in 
every case. He has helped Campos and 
Weryler fight their battles. Without this aid 
Cuba would have been free some time ago. 
Notwithstanding all this, and all his efforts 
to show that he is Spain’s great and good 
friend, he is made the victim of contempt- 
uous sneers and even ribald abuse at its 
hands. He is the target not only of ridicule 
but of malicious abuse on the part of Span- 
ish papers and Spanish political leaders as 
well as of the Spanish people. He admits 
himself that months ago he made overtures 
to Spain in the interest of some measure of 
home rule for the Cubans. He admits that 
it has taken no notice of the suggestion. It 
not only has rejected it with contempt, but 
it has not had civility enough to acknowl- 
edge receipt and say it wouldn’t consider the 
proposition. It merely treated it with silent 
contempt by throwing it into the waste- 
basket. Even this did not seem to touch 
him. The additional contempt which his 
message has invoked, after giving Spain 
assurances that she will not be molested by 
this country.or any other country for nearly 
three months, ought to pierce his thick hide 
and make him ashamed of himself. Ap- 
parently he is lost to all sense of shame, so 
far at least as Cuba is concerned. But this 
does not mitigate the rank ingratitude of 
Spain. 
POINT FOR THE COUNCIL TO CONSIDER. 

While the Council is engaged jn perfect- 
ing a plan for the protection of the city 
pavements from the destructive narrow 
tires it would be well to consider the bene- 
fits afforded by the style of the drays and 
other heavy wagons generally used in 
France and some other European countries 
and occasionally seen in the United States. 
In these the wheels on the front trucks are 
set closer together by about the width of the 
tire than the wheels on the rear trucks, so 
that the rear wheeels do not follow the track 
of those in front, but form a new track just 
oh the outside. If the width of thé tires is 
four inches, then the front and rear wheels 
on one side together make a track on the 
road or pavement eight inches wide. 

There are many advantages derived from 
this kind of vehicle. Turning is made 
easier because of the smaller arc described 
by the front wheels. If the front wheels 
happen ou weak spots in the pdvement and 
start ruts the rear wheels do not increase 
the damage, but take a new path. Thercar 
wheels even act as a corrective in some 
cases where the front wheels have cut a rut 
in a clay soil, for, coming just on the edge 
of the rut, they press back the soil into its 
original place. The whole effect of the style 
of structure is practically to double the 
width of the tires, distributing the weight 
of the load, whatever it may be, or zr double 
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area is covered. by the load, with a propor- 


tidnate increasé in resisting power. 


These facts should be considered by the 


Council while the members are deliberating 
on this question. If a settlement is effected 
on lihes of reason and justice millions of 
dollars will be saved to the taxpayers that 
now ‘are expénded in repairs to streets, and 
the pavements will be in better condition for 
traffic. Pvery important fact that bears on 
the subject should be taken up, for the 
problem is one that justifies the most drastic 
measures of reform. It must be remem- 
bered also that in serving the city and the 
taxpayers the Aldermen will in the end be 
serving the teamsters as well, afhough the 
latter appear to be blind to their real inter- 
ests at the present time. ae 


WHY TARRIES WEYLER IN GUANAJAY! 

Madrid is in a frenzy of joy over the re- 
ported ‘killing of Maceo, Spanish officials 
in Havana are excitedly discussing the al- 
leged details, Maj. Cirujeda, who is re- 
sponsible for the latest demise of the Cuban 
leader, is being deluged with congratula- 
tions, and is reciprocating with the most 
minute particulars as to Maceo’s silken 
hose and other personal adornments, and 
yet.in the midst of this symposium of Span- 
ish elation, a careful scrutiny of the 
voluminous reports reveals this significant 
sentence: 


_ Captain-General Weyler is still in Guanajay. 


Why lingers Weyler in Guanajay when 
Maceo is being killed for the twenty-third 
and, as alleged, positively the last time? 
What is. he doing in Guanajay when he 
should be in Havana directing the cable 
and the telegraph and the mails and the spe- 
cial messengers and his mighty corps of 
typewriters? Why is he thus showing bim- 
self a sluggard when only his genius could do 
justice to an opportunity so fair as this for 
déluging the world with picturesque claims 
based on Maceo’s death? His subalterns 
are doing well, but none can replace the 
imaginative power of Weyler. They are 
asserting that the war now will end by the 
first of the year. He would have had it 
ended already, with every Cuban either in 
custody or on the point of surrender. There 
is some mystery in this. Weyler is not in 
the habit of stowing himself away in Guan- 
ajay or any where else when there are, words 
to be uttered or written. And yet there is 
no hint of his mission, whether he is formu- 
lating another proclamation or planning an- 
other trocha or laying another plot to hedge 
in this same Maceo who has been so in- 
continently slain—again. The world calls 
for Weyler and must have him. It needs 


| his picturesque literary style in this emer- 


gency, and it needs it quick, before Maceo 
returns to the field and the occasion will be 
past. For there is nothing in this twenty- 
third report of Maceo’s death that differs 
materially from the other twenty-two, or 
that precludes the probability of an early 
twenty-fourth,

SAVE RUSH STREET BRIDGE. 

It is asserted by Mr. Yerkes’ men that 
the necessary frontage consents on Huron 
and Rush streets have been secured. It is 
claimed by them that whenever he asks the 
Council for a right of way on those streets, 
and also for the use of Rush street bridge, 
the Aldermen will give Yerkes all he asks 
for. It is understood that application for 
a franchise will be made shortly, so that 
there may be an exchange of New Year's 
gifts between, the Aldermen and the street 
railroad company. 

The surrender of the one bridge on the 
river which is not occupied by car tracks 
would: be an infamy. Yet sad experience 
has proved that there is little which a ma- 
jority of the Aldermen will not do when the 
customary inducements are held out by 
street railroad companies. 

There is no street or bridge, no matter 
how overcrowded it may be, which the 
Aldermen are not willing to sell, regardless 
of the interests of the people. Only the 
hardest kind of fighting will save the only 
bridge which is left. 

The fate of the bridge depends partly on 
the action of the property-owners on River 
street and the north blocks of Michigan 
avenue, each of which is a business thor- 
oughfare, with all the traffic it can ac- 
commodate. 

A right to use Rush street bridge will be 
valueless unless a right of way is obtained 
on one of the streets mentioned above. 
Therefore if the property-owners will 
neither. give nor sell consents there can be 
no loop and no valid reason for granting 
a. franchise on Rush street. 

But whatever the action of those proper- 
ty-owners may be, the decent Aldermen 
should fight to the bitter end for the reserva- 
tion of Rush street bridge from railroad 
uses, They may rest assured that they 
will bare the, Mayor behind them, and also 
the tens of thousands of people who are 
interested directly in having Rush street 
bridge left free for their use. 


CLEAN UP THE NINETEENTH WARD. 

The filthy condition of the Nineteenth 
Ward, as set forth in the last issue of THe 
TRIBUNE; is not only a disgrace to this city 
but a constant menace to its health. The 


Its cause is filth. 

That euch a plague spot and death breeder 
should be allowed to exist in the heart of 
this great city shows criminal neglect. It is 
stated the Health Department will report 
upon it next Monday evening. It cannot 
make its report too accurate or comprehen- 
sive or vigorous. Possibly it may induce’ 
the. Council to pause long enough in its 
boodle and corporation business to give 
some attention to the health of the city and 
the lives of its people. 

The Nineteenth Ward is bounded by 
West Twelfth, Van Buren, Throop, and 
Sibley streets, and the river. It is a densely 
populated ward and it is close to the great 
railroad depots. This large area may be 
designated as the very center of the filth, 
garbage, surfaee sewage, old cesspools, 
privies, and rotten garbage boxes of the 
city. It is covered with old, dilapidated, 
tumble-down shanties, built before the fire, 
which: unfortunately missed that section. 
It is the most unsanitary part of the whole 
city and the death rate naturally is higher 
there than elsewhere. It is a shocking 
disgrace to the city. A resident of Tull 
House says: _ : 

There are many cases of typhoid fever whith are 
attributed to defective plumbing, causing the es- 
cape of sewer gas—or to the lack of plumbing al- 
together. There are old cess-pools, constructed 
when this section of the city was a suburb, twenty- 
five years ago. And then the garbage boxes; the 
dark, damp basements, where people live almost 
without a glimmer of light—all these thitigs con- 
tribute’ numerous cases ot disease resulting in 
many deaths. 

The 1 and milk depots in the neighborhood 
bear silent testimony to the truth of the con- 
clusion. Food ts sold in basements that art damp, 
and moldly, and dark, for along many of the streets 
in thie neighborhoo@ the street grade is several 
feet higtier than tie original level of the land when 
the houses were built. As a result the filth of the 
streets soaks through and impregnates the walls 
and floors of rooms in which human bei live.

Inte this vicinity day after day is carted the 
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premises under penalties. The laws and 
ordinances give it the power to abate 
nuisances, especially those of an unsanitary 
character. The sharks who collect rents 
from the slum tenamts should be compelled 
to put in sewers, clean up and abate the 
nuisance. The department can tear down 


and destroy buildings unfit for habitation 


in this climate or have them repaired at the 
owners’ expense. In a word, it should use 
all its lawful powers to do away with this 
nuisance, 

There must be no temporizing with the 
horrible condition of things in the Nine- 
teenth Ward. It is a question of life and 
death, a prolific source of disease, Its evil 
effects are not confined to the ward, It 
spreads its. contagion and endangers the 
health of the whole city. The department 
must go at it as Hercules went at the Au- 
gean stables. And the Council must back 
up the Health Department in the work. It 
has done a great deal for itself and for cor- 
porations. It is time it did something for 
the city, and the time is now, and the piace 
is the slum Nineteenth Ward. When that 
ward is cleaned up there are numerous oth- 
ers which need cleaning, but as the Nme- 
teenth is the worst the work should begin 
there.

One 
speaker at Atlanta said that the proposed 
law would do no good and simply cripple 
business.“ One at Montgomery said that 
such a bili took away the right of every 
American citizen to act for himself and de- 
clared every man incompetent to transact 
his business. Another said that “ he wanted 
money to co to Alabama; he wanted her 
resources developed, and to get money we 
must comply with the terms of those who 
have it to lend.“ 

Happily for the sound money men in Ala- 
bama, the effect of ithe proposed policy was

pending in the Legislature. Negotiations 
for the purchase of the Montgomery, Tus- 
caloosa and Memphis railroad by the Mobile 
and Ohio have been under way for some 
time, and were on the point of conclusion 
when the bill prohibiting gold contracts was 
introduced. Proceedings were suspended 
until action should be taken on the measure, 
for the reason that, to secure this property, 
the Mobile and Ohio company would have 
to indorse the bonds*of the Montgomery 
company, which specify in what kind of 
legal-tender money of the United States they 
are payable, while it was proposed by the 
* that the State should declare 
s uah a contract illegal. The Mobile Register 
estimated that the consummation of this 
purchase would result in the permanent in- 
vestment of some $7,000,000 of outside capital 
in the State, which would give employment 
to many people and create values to be the 
subject of State taxation. The really sur- 
prising thing about such schemes as these 
is that the Alabama bill should have been 
supported by as many as nine out of twenty- 
nine Senators, and that in Georgia the 
division was so close as twenty-one for sus- 
taining the adverse report of the Judiciary 
2 and sixteen against.—New York

10 MOVE ON POOL ROOMS TODAY. 


Chief Badenoch Is Advised by Assist- 
ant Corporation Counsel Dupuy 
He Has the Authority. 


The pool-room gamblers will probably have 


their own troubles with the police today. 


Chief of Police Badenoch received a lengthy 
opinion yesterday afternoon from Assistant 
Corporation Counsel Dupuy, in which the 
Chief was assured he had the necessary 
authority to move against pool-room opera- 


| tors. The Chief was in consultation with Mr. 


Dupuy for two hours, Mr. Dupuy bases his 
opinion on several Supreme Court decisions 
recently handed down. 

It is also said the Chief was informed by 
certain parties that unless he moved against 
the gamblers at once the Civic Federation 
would take the matter up and demonstrate 
there was plenty of law governing the sub- 
ject, 


It is thought Mr. Dupuy simply advised 


the Chief of the laws bearing on the sub- 
ject and suggested the proper method of 
procedure, preferring not to formulate an 
opinion immediately, as it is not known 
what tack the gamblers will take in their de- 
fense. They have had the best legal advice 
and apparently count their position as se- 
cure. Mr. Dupuy will act under the State 
law covering gambling, and thinks there is 
no question but what he will be sustained, 

Chief Badenoch refused to make public 
the exact terms of the opinion, nor would he 
say when he proposed to move against the 
pool-rooms. 

It would be absurd for me to announce 
publicly the nature of my plans,” said the 
Chief. When I get ready to act everyone 
will know what I will do.“ 

The police have been quietly securing evi- 
dence against the pool-rooms for several 
days, and they have found out enough to 
demonstrate the fact that the telegraphing 
of bets to Milwaukee is a fake.“ This will 
disprove in court the claims of the gamblers 
that they have simply been acting as 
„ brokers.”’ 

It was stated that the Chief last evening 
swore out a number of warrants against the 
operators. Whether he will simply ask the 
proprietors to step into Central Station or 
raid their establishments will.be a matter 
of after consideration, 

Mayor Swift and his party, consisting of 
Judge C. C. Kohisaat, W. G. Beale, Sam 
Raymond, William R. Kerr, John C. Spry, 
Harry T. Wheeler, and Dan F. Flannery, ar- 
rived in New Orleans yesterday morning 
from the Mayor's villa at Lake Worth, Fla., 
where they have been sojourning for three 
weeks.

ern Artists finished its labors yesterday. 
The Hanging committee is at work today 
placing the pictures and statuary in the gal- 


leries of the south wing of the Art Insti- | 


tute. ’ 


The Western society, now to exhibit, was 
formed as the result of a condition in the 
chief Western cities, in each of which is a 
group of artists of real merit—groups not, 
however, sufficiently large to permit the 
holding exhibitions of great importance. It 
is the plan of the new society to unite the 
products of the labor of these groups in 
annual exhibitions, which shall be suflͤl- 
ciently strong- artistically to attract more 
than the casual interest of the public and 
to create an enduring interest in the art of 
the West. „ 

Nearly 500 works have been submitted, 
and of these 160 were voted to be worthy 
of place in the exhibition. After the col- 
lection is shown in Chicago it is to be taken 
successively to Indianapolis, Cincinnati, 
Cleveland, Detroit, and St. Louis. 

It is in landscapes that the exhibition is 
especially strong, both in numbers and qual- 
ity. In this branch of painting the artists 
of Indlanapolis—Steele, Forsythe, Stark, and 
Adams—together with L. H. Meakin of Cin- 
cinnati and Harry Methvin of Chicago, form 
a school characterized by similarity of meth- 
ods of painting, choice of subjects, and of 
color in which there seems to be a predilec- 
tion for the use of vermilion and yellow 
ochre. The work of L. H. Meakin of Cin- 
cinnati seems to possess the qualities of this 
“Indianapolis school in a superlative de- 


gree. 
Mr. Methvin has in the exhibition a winter 
scene which is distinguished from his other 
works by its originality of motive, color, and 
general tone. In the contribution of William 
Wendt of Chicago are two California land- 
scapes, in each of which there appears a 
swiftly-running mountain stream. These 
are bright and pleasing in color. F, C. Pey- 
raud, who is fond of depicting the transient 
phases of nature, has several snow scenes 


and evening effects. 

In figure painting the work of Frank 
Duveneck of Cincinnati is that which shows 
the greatest technical ability. In his por- 
trait study of a woman, evidently painted 
many years ago, there is a suggestion of the 
work of the old Flemish portrait artists. 

A work in which the painting is of excel- 
lent quality is the study of a negress by 
Paulus of Detroit. Joseph Gies of Detroit 
sends a figure of a Roman Girl” that is 
well executed and pleasing. From St. Louis 
Van Salza, who was formerly of Chicago, 
sends an excellent portrait of himself. 

Burbank’s highly finished pictures of 
negroes and old men are among the best 
things shown. The works sent by J. H. 
Vanderpoel, Miss Wade, Miss Dohn, E. 8. 
and Mrs. Cameron, and Charles Francis 
Brown have been recently seen herein other 
exhibitions. Charles H. Boutwood’s portrait 
of a young woman in white against a back- 
ground of red is well executed and effective, 
and George L. Schreiber's head of a small 
boy from the Stock-Yards’ district is an 
amusing study.

JIM CORBETT IS ON THE WARPATH. 


Makes All Sorts of Propositions to 
Fight Fitzsimmons. 
New York, Dec. 10.—{Special.j—James J.

Law Against Trusts. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 10.—Attorney- 
General Harmon, in his annual report to 
Co expresses his satisfaction at the 
results, so far as obtained, of the new salary 
system which displaced the old fee system 
July 1 of the present year. The returns, he 
says, afford striking evidence of the wisdom 
of the course so long advocated, which re- 
moves the public service from some of the 
common temptations to extravagance and 
abuse. A very large reduction is shown in 
every one of the items which would naturally 
be affected by the fee system. The fees for 
United States Marshals will show a reduction 
for the year of about $400,000 from those of 
the previous year. Other reductions will 
be made, approximated as follows:

poet SF ee ae „ 8 
Salaries and expenses of District Attorneys 192,042 

The report shows that although there was 
an increase during’ the year of 50 in the 
number of cases docketed by the United 
States Supreme Court there was an increase 
of 83 im the number disposed of. The dockets 
at the close of the last term show a decrease 
of 107 cases since the close of the preceding 
term. At the end ot the October term, 1894, 
there remained undisposed of on the Appel- 
late docket 640 cases and upon the original 
docket 7 cases, making-a total of 647. The 
number of cases docketed at the October 
term, 1895, wae.386,.0f which 382 were on 
the Appellate and 4 on the original docke / 
making the total number of cases pending 
at that term 1,033, of which 1,022 were on the 
Appeliate and 11 on the original docket. of 
this number 494 were disposed of during the 
October term, 1895, of which 489 were on the 
Appellate and 5 on the original docket. The 
number of cases actually considered by the 


court was 7. 
Changes Needed. in Criminal Laws. 
The Attorney-General points out two de- 
fects in the ertminal laws to which the at- 
tention of Congress-is invited. The first, he 
says, is the unnecessary and unfortunate 
confusion of our criminal legislation. Pro- 
visions are constantly enacted to meet spe- 
cial cases. The consequence is that it is 
often difficult to ascertain which of two or 
more laws is applicable to-the case in hand. 
Cases arise which ought. to be covered by 
the law, but are not, and the same offense 
is visited with various degrees of punishment 
not determined by any difference in criminal- 
ty, but merely by the fact that various 
statutes relating to specifie instances of the 
offenses were drafted by different men and 
at different times 
The Attorney-General says: 
I think that a new crimes act should be 
passed as speedily as possible, which should 
contain provisions simple, easily understood, 
and general in their scope, covering such 
crimes as those above stated; that a uniform 
system of punishment should thus be pro- 
vided; and that as to cases arising in the 
future, present laws relating to these crimes 
should be repealed. This work could be 
easily and quickly performed by a commis- 


on. 

“The increasing repugnafice on the part 
of juries to inflict thedeath penalty, in con- 
nection with the fact that the law makes no 
degrees im murder, constantly leads to the 
entire acquittal of persons charged with 
capital crimes in cases where the facts 
proved not only warrant conviction for mur- 
der, but oblige the court to charge that they 
do not permit a conviction for mere man- 
slaughter. This danger to society can be at 
least mitigated by the establishment by 
statute of different degrees of murder, with 
corresponding appropriate grades of punish- 
ment. 


‘Second Defect in the Law. 


“The second defect is the unfortunate re- 


sults of the present law governing writs of: 
error to the Supreme Court n criminal 
cases. Defendants in criminal cases are 
generally poor. It is hard for them to obtain 
counsel to defend them at home, but it is 
generally beyond their power to obtain coun- 
sel to argue their cases before the Supreme 
Court. While the criminal jurisdiction of 
that court is now so extensive as to take up 
a considerable part of the time spent by the 
Justices in the study of records and briefs, 
yet the arguments of the cases are largely, 
for the reason above stated, comparatively 
few. They are mainly confined to cases 
against the wealthier classes of defendants, 
such as smugglers and bank officers. 

“The questions raised in these criminal 
gases are for the most part comparatively 
trivial, and not of general importance. I 
think that a transfer of the criminal appeals 
to the Circuit Courts of Appeals, with the 
present system of permitting important 
quesions to be presented to the Supreme 
Court by certification, is highly desirable. 

The cases of the United States against 
Rider and the United States against He- 
wecker disclose apother grave defect in our 
criminal procedure. The decisions are that 
the statute permitting the Supreme Court to 
review questions of criminal law upon cer- 
tificate of division between the Circuit and 
District Judges has been explicitly repealed. 
The court had previously decided that there 
can be no writ of error on behalf of the 
United States in a criminal case. The con- 
sequence is that when a doubtful point arises 
in a criminal case there is no way in which 
it can. be taken-to the Supreme Court ex- 
cept by resolving the doubt in the first in- 
stance against the prisoner, permitting a 
conviction, and casting upon him the burden 
and expense of prosecuting a writ of error. 

“I recommend either that the right to cer- 
tify division in opinion’ in such cases be re- 
stored or that a writ of error be allowed to 
the United States upon questions arising on 
demurrer or motion in arrest of judgment.” 


Case of Long Island Cable. 


The Attorney-General says that last Sep- 
tember complaint was made to him that 
certain telegraph companies, which have in 
other countries reached by them a monopoly 
which would exclude all American com- 
panies, were about to land a cable on the 
shores of Long Island. It was represented 
that such foreign companies, having failed, 
on account of the exclusion of American 
companies above mentioned, to secure au- 
thority to land their cables, had resorted to 
the device of an American company with a 
small capital, organized and controlled by 
them, which was merely to lay its cable 
from our shore out beyond the line of juris- 
diction and thereby furnish a means of en- 
trance to the foreign companies. 

The Attorney-General continues: 

Knowing that Congress at its last ses- 
sion had under consideration a bill to regu- 
late the landing of foreign cables, and be- 
lieving that the general sentiment favors 
the exclusion of companies organized in 
countries which refused like privileges to 
American companies, I deemed it my duty 
to direct a suit to be brought in the South- 
ern District of New York to enjoin the con- 
summation of the plan above mentioned. 
My chief design was to afford Congress an 
opportunity to act upon the matter before 
this cable should be laid.“ 


No Change in Pacific Railway Case. 


On the subject of the Pacific railways, the 
Attorney-General says that the report of 
George Hoadley, special counsel for the 
United States, shows that there is no sub- 
stantial change in the State of the litiga- 
tion about the Union Pacific railway and its 
branches. He continues: 

I have grave doubts as to the ability of 
the government to preserve the present situ- 
ation much longer. I am advised that an 
attempt will be made to enforce the govern- 
ment’s appearance in the foreclosure e 
with a view of giving a complete title to the 
purchaser at the foreclosure gale.

The records show that so far twelve ves- 
sels have been intercepted by revenue cut- 
ters and six arrested and delivered to the 
Federal authorities, and in every case dis- 
missals followed on the ground that there 
was not sufficient evidence to warrant prose- 
cution. The navy has yet to make an ar- 
rest. 

The President’s failure to take a decided 
stand is a great disappointment to both 
Houses and the discussion of the mattef has 
led to the discovery that if Mr. Cleveland 
had permitted the Cuban portion of his 
message to stand just as written by Secre- 
tary Olney the document would have been 
much more satisfactory to all friends of 
Cuba. 

It is stated by those who maintain that 
they speak by the card, as originally sub- 
mitted Mr. Olney’s report on Cuba was as 
vigorous as the Venezuelan message a year 
ago. The original report demonstrated that 
Mr. Olney believes a definite limit of time 
should be fixed, and that at its expiration.it 
would be incumbent upon the United States 
Government to interfere in behalf of Cuba. 
There were many striking sentences hinting 
at an immediate policy of aggressiveness 
which Mr. Cleveland eliminated. 

When this report was received at the 
White House the President at once con- 
cluded that it was not expedient to include 
it verbatim in his message, Mr. Olney vain- 
ly insisted that the President should adopt 
a course that would not leave the public in 
doubt as to when action could be expected 
or how long the war would be permitted to 
continue and the interests of Americans be 
sacrificed before intervention should take 
place. Secretary Olney, according to the re- 
ports of those talking with him, believes 
that the insurgents recognize that they have 
the whip hand and will make no concessions 
and accept nothing short of absolute inde- 
pendence. 


QUAY TALKS ABOUT  PLUTOCRATS. 


Scores the Business-Men’s League, 
Calling It an Attempt to Dictate High 
Office by Organized Wealth. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 9.—Senator Quay, 
referring today to an interview with Thomas 
Dolan published in Philadelphia, says: 

I am opposed to the entire scheme of the 
National Business-Men's League as dis- 
closed by Mr. Dolan. Its basic theory is that 
organized wealth shall dictate high office 
and so take possession of the government, 

It would be met as stubbornly and over- 
thrown as disastrously as was Bryanism. 
Bryan invoked the masses against the 
classes. The promoters of this league invoke 
a class against the massés and all other 
classes. 

No league of business-men or other men 
based upon wealth can erect a governing 
class in this country. In the United States 
Senate we have millionaires and business- 
men enough fo serve all legitimate purposes. 
Senators are needed who have no specialties, 
but who will act for the interests of the 
country in gross without special affinities. 

The people most deserving of representa- 
tion and most in need of legislative protec- 
tion are the farmers, the small storekeepers, 
the artisans, and the laborers, and I staud 
by them and against this so-called league. 
I go into the barricades with the bourgeoise 
and the men in blouses. 

“I do not believe that 10 per cent of the 
business-men of the country sympathize 
with this league. 

There must be less business and more 
principle in our politics, else the Republican 
party and the country will goto wreck. The 
business issues are making our politics 
sordid and corrupt... The tremendous sums 
of money furnished by business-men, re- 
luctantly in most instances, are polluting 
the well springs of our national being.“

“ I think the President's message is power- 
ful and lucid in its statements of Cuban 
affairs, but lame and impotent in the con- 
clusions which it announces. Read in con- 
nection with Mr. Olney’s report, it shows 
clearly that the administration considers 
the contest for Spanish supremacy to be as 
hopeless, as it is ruinous. In unmistakable 
terms it declares that the authority of the 
Spanish Government is confined to a few 
cities, while three-fourths of the island is 
controlled by the insurgents. The war ap- 
pears to have degenerated into a species of 
savagery, in which both sides are attempt- 
ing the destruction of all property, while 
the Spaniards, in ‘addition to laying waste 
the fields, seem determined to exterminate 
the native population.

If, as the President and 
Mr. Olney both concede, there is in Cuba a 
governmental force, whether civil or mil- 
itary, sufficiently strong to defy the power of 
Spain, it is idle to pretend that a force which 
is capable of carrying on a war is incapable 
of concluding a treaty of peace or of ad- 
ministering the ordinary affairs of estab- 
lished government. 

There is one aspect of the question, how- 
ever, which the President does not appear 
to have fully considered. He says that we 
would not under any circumstances tolerate 
any interference by any foreign power either 
to annex Cuba or to secure its independ- 
ence.

If some European State, claiming that the 
innocent blood shed by Spain on Cuban soil 
cried to heaven for vengeance so loudly that 
its echo was heard across the Atlantic, 
should insist in the name of humanity and 
civilization that Spain cease immediately 
the butcheries and destruction which seem 
to be the sole fruit of her authority in Cuba, 
the President, according to this message, 
would resent the interference, and would 
thus invoke the Monroe doctrine, not for the 
healing of the nations,’ but for the mainte- 
nance of an authority which is impotent fcr 
all purposes except the perpetration of 
barbaric excesses inconsistent with the 
spirit of modern civilization This would 
be putting the Monroe doctrine to a use which 
its author could never have foreseen and 
which the good people of the country would 
regard as a monstrous perversion of its 
original purpose. 


Shirking Our Duty. 


“The world may not have acquiesced in 
the Monroe doctrine, but it has received it 
with reepect, because it has never been ad- 
vanced except in defense of equity and of 
justice. But if we should refuse to dis- 
charge an obvious obligation to civilization, 
and if at the same time we should enforce 
the Monroe doctrine to prevent some other 
nation from discharging the duty: which we 
ourselves had shirked, that great principle 
of American policy would be forever dis- 
credited in the eyes of the civilized world, 
and it is doubtful if it would ever again com- 
mand the undivided support of public opin- 
ion even in the United States. 

“The President in his message bemoans 
the fate of the Armenian Christians and 
seems to assign as a reason for our non 
interference in their behalf that the duty 
of protecting them is imposed by treaty upon 
the great nations of Europe. If we must 
leave to the civilized countries of Burope 
the protection of the Armenian Christians, 
that is an additional reason why we should 
assume to ourselves the protection of Cuban 
Christians. Since we have declared that the 
condition of Cuba is a matter in which we 
are deeply concerned, morally and mate- 
rially, we should at once discharge the duty 
which our obligations to God and man im- 
pose upon us It seems to me that weshould 
open negotiations with Spain for the im- 
mediate evacuation of the island, and to 
secure her compHance with our request we 
should offer her every inducement that can 
gratify her self-interest, and offer it in the 
manner least offensive to her pride and most 
soothing to her feelings. We should be 
ready, if need be, to pledge our own credit 
to help the Cubans to raise the moneys nec- 
eseary to ure their ransom, but we should 
insist that the barbarities which the Presi- 
dent describes ceage at once and forever. 
If we cannot persuade Spain, then we must 
compel her te pursue the course which is 
demanded by civilization, and which in the 
long run will be most conducive to her own 
interests.

FOR A PERMANENT CENSUS: BUREAU. 


Commissioner Wright Estimates the 
Expense at $800,000 a Year—A Costly 
Luxury, but It Would Support An- 
other 1,000 Tax-Eaters, 


Wright, Commissioner of Labor, sent to 
Congress today his report upon a plan for a 
permanent census service in accorodance. 
with the joint resolution of March 19, 1896. 
Mr. Wright is satisfied that the true princl- 
ples on which a permanent census office 
should do the work of decennial census are 
all to be found in the reports already made 
to Congress. He thinks that the decennial 
census of the papulation should include such 
sociological data as Congress may authorize 
to secure comparison with the past and valu- 
able information for the future, but the 
number of the people ought to be known 
more frequently tham decennially. This 
need niot be a very expensive matter, he 
says, especially if proper arrangements are 
made with States taking censuses of their 
own. The expense of conducting a perma- 
nent census bureau and taking a decennial 
census Mr. Wright estimates at $800,000 a 
year.

Garbage Is a Menace. 


The garbage contractors do not remove 
garbage and ashes from these open lots. In 
some streets over half of the residents are 
peddiers with wagons, and the stable refuse 
collects in receptacles and runs over into the 
alleys and backyards, and the wagons cut 
and plow back areas until they become 
breeding-places for all kinds of ailments. 
Add to all this houses built thirty years ago, 
with the wood and plaster walls and parti- 
tions steeped with fever germs, cesspools 


without sewer connections, and halls and 
common stairs that have not been cleansed 
in years. 

But this is not all. The shops are for the 
most part small affairs in the same class of 
buildings which shelter the poorest of the 
poor, a family of from five to ten sleeping 
within a few yards of and breathing the air 
in whieh are stored milk, vegetables, fruit, 
and grocers’ sundries. Bread, meat, flour, 
tea, and coffee absorb all the cdors prevalent 
in such localities perhaps for months, in 
some cases, before being sold. Greeks to the 
number of a dozen will sleep in the same 
room in which bananas are ripened, apples 
stored, and broken paving blocks kept for 

fuel.

A meeting of representatives of Connecticut and 
foreign insurance companies will be held at 11 
o’clock this morning to consider the advisability 
of contesting the legality of the personal property 
tax on these companies.

STOCK EXCHANGE MEMBERS ARE TO 
ASK FOR REFORMS, 


Talk of New Exchange Unless Changes 
Are Made—W ould Limit Active Mem- 
bership te 100 and Do Away with 
the Substitution Sheet — Chicago 
Brewing and Malting Company’s 
Annual Report—Decrease in Output, 


but an Increase in Profits. 
. 


Complete reorganization Of the rules of 
the Chicago Stock Exchange, the doing 
away of the substitution sheet m account 
trading, and the limiting of the active mem- 
bership to 100 brokers are refofms which 
were demanded at a meeting of members 
of the exchange yesterday afternoon. There 
were twenty houses represented, including 
the largest firms doing a brokerage business 
in local stocks bonds. A committee 
was appointed, consisting of Edward IL. 
Brewster, S. B. Chapin, J. B. Breese, C. C. 
Adsit, and Benjamin R. Cahan, to confer 
with the Governing committes of the Stock 
Exchange with a view of bringing about 
some of the reforms demanded. While no 
resolution was passed to that effect, nor was 
the committee so instructed, there was talk 
among those present of organizing a new 
exchange, providing these changes should 
be refused by the Governing committee, An- 
other thing which the members wanted yes- 
terday was that the Governing committee 
should be cut down from twenty-five, which 
was considered an unwieldy body, to a 
smaller number. 

All of this talk grew out of the complaint 
which some members of the exchange have 
made regarding trading in the account. The 
Stock Exchange suspended business Aug. 3 
and was closed until Nov. 5, and many of 
the members say that the disastrous ending 
of the speculation in Diamond Match and 
New York Biscuit could not have resulted 
had there not been account trading under 
the present rules. Some of the brokers want 
account trading done away with entirely. 
Others believe the substitution sheet should 
be done away with, and that each broker 
Should continue his responsibilities for 
trades in the account unjess the other party 
to the trade was willing to accept substitu- 
tion of another broker. After the exchange 
reopened some of the brokers, including Ed- 
ward L. Brewster & Co., refused to make ac- 
count trades even when their customers 
sent in orders, The agitation has gone on 
until it resulted in yesterday’s meeting. 
Chicago Brewing and Malting Report. 

The annual report of the Chicago Brewing 
and Malting company has made its delayed 
appearance. The meeting of the company 
is to be held in London, Dec. 15, and, as was 
pointed out in this column yesterday, under 
the English law the report has been in the 


hands of London stockholders since Dec. 5. 


The delay in getting the report out has been 
due to the negligence of the London di- 
rectors of the corporation in mailing a copy 
to the Chicago representatives. The report 
makes a fairly good showing, better than 
last year, but not on a par with the first 
years of the corporation's existence. In 
their report the directors say: 

At the last general meeting it was an- 
nounced that arrangements had been made 
amongst the brewers of Chicago for the ter- 
minatian of the beer war which had existed 
in Chicago for a long period. The selling 
price of beer was raised as from the Ist cf 
January of this year, and is still maintained. 

Sales of beer for the year to the 30th of 
September, 1896, have been 409,642 bris as 
compared with 410,687 bris in the previous 
year, a decrease of 1,044bris. This decreasu 
came about in the last three months of the 
financial year, owing to the depression ti 
business caused by the Presidential election. 
Unfavorable weather during August and 
September also caused a general decrease 
in the sales of the city, other breweries hav- 
ing suffered to a larger degree. 

The prices of materials are in favor cf 
the company, and with the return of pros- 
perity in the United States, which is now 
confidently anticipated, better business may 
be looked for. 

Poor Trade Has Its Effect. 


“In considering the accounts it must be 
borne in mind that during the first three 
months of the financial year. business was 
being done at entirely unremunerative prices 
owing to the existence of the beer war. The 


depression in trade which has been present | 


in America for so long has been seriously 
felt by the customers of this company, and 
within the last year a large number of the 
saloonkeepers were unable to continue. 

Now that a sound-money President has 
been elected it is the general feeling that 
business will be better in the near future, 
and the directors of this company see no 
reason why the current year’s trading should 
not be a satisfactory one.“ 

Announcement is made of the fact that two 
dividends have been declared during the 
year—July 14 and Dec. 1—which clear off 
all arrears up to Dec. 30, 1895. Nothing is 
said regarding further dividends. Ex- 
penditures for repairs for the year have 
been 415,013. 

The output of beer for the year covered in 
the report was the smallest of any year 
since the company was organized, except 
for the year 1804. There was, however, a 
decrease of only 1,044 barrels from the pre- 
ceding year. The profits, while considerably 
less than for the first years of the com- 
pany’s existence, were in excess of those 
for last year, as well as for the year 1894.

Western railroad managers are much dis- 
turbed over the diversion of freight traffic 
from trans-Missouri territory to the gulf 
ports. It is admitted the completion of the 
Kansas City, Pittsburg and Gulf road to 
Port Arthur, Tex., next spring will greatly 
aggravate the situation. 

The new Pittsburg and Gulf is entirely in- 
dependent and is in no way identified with 
any of the roads east of the Missouri River. 
It can afford to make lower rates than any 
of the existing lines because its principal ob- 
ject is to build up Port Arthur, in which its 
promoters mean to make good any losses 
that may come from the transportation of 
freight at unprofitable rates. 

There remains no hope for the Missouri 
River roads competing against the gulf lines 
during the winter months A prominent 
Western traffic official said yesterday not a 
bushel of grain from Kansas points is now 
being shipped to or via Chicago and much of 
the Nebraska grain is also being shipped to 
the gulf. The situation, he said, would not 
be near so bad if the Joint Traffic Associa- 
tion lines were lending any aid whatever to 
the Missouri River roads. 

The gulf diversion of Western products for 
export, railroad officials say, cannot be- 
come extremely serious during the summer 
months. Not only does the lake afford the 
Western lines a cheap outlet to the East, but 
corn or other grain, if shipped during the 
hot months to the gulf ports, is likely to 
suffer serious damage. 

The only hope Western roads have to re- 
gain some of the trans-Missouri export 
grain traffic is that the large ocean steam- 
ers will find it unprofitable to run to the gulf 
ports on account of the great distance and 
the increased risk in going through the 
Florida Keys.
